Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases.

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A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece 
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sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur 
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Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Hall  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  com- 
posed of  Boston  Sym- 
phony members.  After 

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

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the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in 
the  orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  28.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Floliday  at  Pops , 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broad- 
cast category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie 
Hall,  nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  recorded 
exclusively  with  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe , with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with 
his  personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 
More  Dolce  Please /,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops , and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician's  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

About  Christopher  Rouse’s  “The  Nevill  Feast” 

Like  many  American  composers  in  the  latter  half  of  the  20th  century,  Christopher 
Rouse  (b.1949)  has  found  inspiration  not  only  in  the  canon  of  Western  music,  particu- 
larly the  works  of  such  composers  as  Bruckner,  William  Schuman,  and  Shostakovich, 
but  also  in  rock,  especially  the  music  of  the  band  Led  Zeppelin.  Rouse’s  works  such  as 
The  Infernal  Machine,  “Bump”  from  the  triptych  Phantasmata  (which  makes  specific 
reference  to  Zeppelin),  Gorgon , and  Phaethon  exhibit  a rock-tinged  energy,  while  his 
Symphony  No.  1 and  Envoi  explore  a more  introspective  and  subdued  world. 

The  composer  has  provided  the  following  about  his  new  work  for  Keith  Lockhart 
and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  The  Nevill  Feast: 

During  the  Middle  Ages  and  Renaissance  periods,  it  was  not  uncommon  in 
England  to  find  the  scheduling  of  elaborate  feasts  in  honor  of  a notable  event. 

Guests  numbered  in  the  hundreds  or  even  thousands,  and  often  the  intent  was  to 
demonstrate  how  many  fighting  men  a given  family  could  muster  in  the  event  that 
an  army  had  to  be  raised. 

George  Nevill  was  elevated  to  the  archbishopric  of  York  in  1465 — perhaps 
tellingly,  this  occurred  in  the  midst  of  the  Wars  of  the  Roses  between  the  Houses 
of  Lancaster  and  York — and  the  feast  held  that  year  in  his  honor  has  come  down 
to  us  as  one  of  the  most  sumptuous  and  enormous  of  all  such  feasts.  A substantial 
variety  of  birds  were  served,  including  gannets,  gulls,  sparrows,  peacocks,  and 
larks.  Other  items  offered  included  six  wild  bulls,  one  hundred  thirteen  oxen,  one 
thousand  sheep,  and  thirteen  porpoises.  Also  on  hand  were  two  thousand  each  of 
chickens,  geese,  and  pigs.  Over  two  thousand  guests  reportedly  attended,  and  the 
feast  lasted  for  several  days. 

Completed  in  Pittsford,  New  York,  on  February  23,  2003,  The  Nevill  Feast  is 
dedicated  to  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops,  for  whom  it  was  composed.  It 
is  a brief  (approximately  eight  minutes)  score  intended  simply  to  entertain.  The 
influence  of  rock  and  roll  is  present  throughout,  and  the  work  is  framed  around  a 
repeating  chord  progression  central  to  rock  music.  It  is  scored  for  an  orchestra  of 
piccolo,  two  flutes,  three  oboes,  two  clarinets,  bass  clarinet,  three  bassoons  (third 
doubling  contrabassoon),  four  horns,  three  trumpets,  three  trombones,  tuba,  harp, 
electric  bass,  timpani,  percussion  (three  players),  and  strings.  The  percussion 
instruments  required  are  glockenspiel,  xylophone,  marimba,  drum  set,  two  bon- 
gos, two  timbales,  bass  drum,  cowbell,  Chinese  cymbal,  police  whistle,  maracas, 
claves,  guiro,  and  small  cabasa.

Renese  E.  King 

Though  the  term  “gospel  music”  can  incorporate  many 
genres,  it  does  not  completely  characterize  the  musical 
style  in  which  Renese  E.  King’s  gifts  and  influences 
abound.  An  alumna  of  Boston’s  Berklee  College  of 
Music,  Ms.  King  is  a vocalist,  pianist,  choral  director, 
arranger,  and  percussionist.  She  has  toured  interna- 
tionally with  choral  and  orchestral  ensembles,  and 
has  performed  throughout  the  east  coast  and 
abroad  as  a piano  and  vocal  soloist  since  the  age  of 
six,  two  years  after  she  began  formal  piano  study  in  her  native  South 
Lancaster,  Massachusetts.  She  spent  three  years  as  a percussionist  with  the  Thayer 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  four  years  with  the  New  England  Youth  Ensemble  as  tim- 
panist on  both  United  States  and  European  tours,  culminating  in  two  performances  at 
Carnegie  Hall.  Ms.  King  was  featured  vocalist  in  the  Thayer  Symphony  Orchestra’s 
1999  premiere  “Evening  of  Gospel”  concert,  which  included  some  of  her  own  orches- 
trations. In  2001  she  was  featured  soloist  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  on  their  sixteen-city  Holiday  Tour  and  appeared  alongside  Peter 
Jennings  in  the  Pops’  nationally  televised  July  4th  celebration.  She  has  also  appeared 
on  multiple  occasions  in  Boston  Pops  Holiday  and  Gospel  concerts  at  Symphony  Hall. 
In  February  2002  Ms.  King  was  presented  with  New  England  Conservatory’s  seventh 
annual  Gospel  Music  Award  and  directed  the  Conservatory’s  Millennium  Choir  in  a 
Gospel  Jubilee  2002  performance  of  an  original  composition,  “Hang  on  to  Jesus.” 
Renese  King  is  Associate  Director  of  Music  and  Director  of  the  Re-Union  Choir  at  the 
historic  Union  United  Methodist  Church  in  Boston’s  South  End  as  well  as  acting  Minis- 
ter of  Music  for  the  Roxbury  Seventh  Day  Adventist  Mission.  In  addition  to  holding  a 
full-time  position  at  Berklee  College  of  Music,  she  frequently  appears  as  a guest  con- 
ductor and  musician  with  the  Boston  Community  Choir  and  other  area  groups.  In  all 
of  her  musical  endeavors,  Ms.  King  continues  to  focus  on  conveying  the  unifying  and 
uplifting  message  at  the  heart  of  gospel  music. 


Patti  Austin 


In  a career  spanning  over  three  decades,  Patti  Austin 
has  been  able  to  explore  almost  every  genre  of  music. 
Born  in  New  York  and  the  goddaughter  of  Quincy 
Jones  and  Dinah  Washington,  Patti  first  hit  the  stage 
at  age  four,  performing  with  her  godmother  at 
Harlem’s  Apollo  Theater.  A recording  artist  in  her 
teens,  Patti  Austin  made  numerous  television  appear- 
ances and  spent  three  years  touring  internationally 
before  returning  to  New  York.  There  she  applied  her  vocal 
skills  to  background  vocal  sessions  and  commercials,  soon  becoming  the 
undisputed  “queen”  of  the  studio  world.  Inevitably  her  musical  talents  emerged  to  the

foreground  with  her  four  albums  for  CTI  Records  beginning  in  1975  ( End  of  a Rain- 
bow, Havana  Candy,  Live  at  the  Bottom  Line,  and  Body  Language).  In  1981  Patti 
signed  with  Quincy  Jones’s  Qwest  label;  her  first  album,  Every  Home  Should  Have 
One , included  the  chart-topping  “Baby  Come  to  Me,”  a duet  with  James  Ingram.  The 
pair  reprised  their  success  in  1983  with  the  Oscar-nominated  “How  Do  You  Keep  the 
Music  Playing?,”  which  they  performed  at  the  Academy  Awards  ceremony.  Patti 
would  later  perform  another  Oscar-,  Golden  Globe-,  and  Grammy-nominated  song, 
“The  Girl  Who  Used  To  Be  Me,”  (from  Shirley  Valentine)  on  worldwide  television. 
Also  for  Qwest,  Patti  recorded  the  albums  Patti  Austin,  Gettin’  Away  With  Murder, 
and  The  Real  Me,  a collection  of  pop  and  jazz  standards.  In  1989  she  signed  with 
GRP  Records,  where  she  recorded  “Christmas  Time  Is  Here”  for  Happy  Anniversary, 
Charlie  Brown,  followed  by  Carry  On,  Love  Is  Gonna  Getcha,  That  Secret  Place,  and 
Patti  Austin  Live.  In  recent  years  Patti  has  performed  extensively  throughout  the  Far 
East,  sung  for  AIDS-related  organizations,  taken  part  in  the  1993  and  1997  “Colors 
of  Christmas”  tours,  and  made  guest  appearances  on  television  sitcoms  and  talk  shows. 
For  Concord  Jazz  she  recorded  In  and  Out  of  Love  (1998)  and  Street  of  Dreams 
(1999).  A seventeen-track  anthology,  The  Very  Best  of  Patti  Austin,  was  released  in 
2001  (Rhino).  After  a concert  with  the  WDR  big  band  and  orchestra  in  Germany  in 
2000,  Patti  was  invited  back  in  2001  and  the  idea  for  recording  an  homage  to  Ella 
Fitzgerald  was  born.  For  Ella  (Playboy  Jazz)  is  a milestone  in  Patti  Austin’s  career,  a 
tour-de-force  thirteen-track  album  recorded  as  a complete  performance  in  front  of  a 
live  audience.  Arranged  and  conducted  by  Patrick  Williams,  the  album  includes  “Miss 
Otis  Regrets,”  “You’ll  Have  to  Swing  It  (Mr.  Paganini),”  “How  High  the  Moon,” 
Ella’s  signature  tune  “A-Tisket,  A-Tasket,”  “But  Not  For  Me,”  and  “Satin  Doll”  as 
well  as  two  original  songs,  “Hearing  Ella  Sing”  and  “Ellamental.”

THE  STARS  AND  STRIPES:  FOREVER  AT  POPS 

Probably  no  piece  of  music  is  more  closely  identified  with  the  Boston  Pops  than  The 
Stars  and  Stripes  Forever , John  Philip  Sousa’s  masterpiece  and  undoubtedly  the  world’s 
most  famous  march.  “The  March  King,”  as  Sousa  was  called,  composed  the  work  in 

his  head  while  returning  to  America 
from  Europe  via  steamship  in  Novem- 
ber 1896.  The  piano  score  bears  the 
date  “Xmas  ’96.” 

Boston’s  connection  to  The  Stars  and 
Stripes  Forever  began  in  April  1897, 
when  Sousa — in  town  for  concerts  with 
his  own  band — completed  the  full  band 
score  on  the  26th.  The  official  premiere 
took  place  in  Philadelphia  on  May  14th 
at  the  unveiling  of  a new  statue  of 
George  Washington.  The  march  was 
very  well  received  there  and  in  other 
cities  where  it  was  played  that  spring. 
Six  weeks  later,  Sousa  had  completed 
and  copyrighted  the  parts  for  the  or- 
chestral version.  The  very  next  day — 
July  2,  1897 — the  orchestral  version  of 
The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever  was  given 
its  first  performance  by  the  Boston  Pops 
at  Symphony  Hall.  By  the  end  of  the 
century,  Sousa’s  march  was  regularly 
programmed  as  the  finale  of  the  Pops 
concerts,  an  honored  position  it  has 
held  for  more  than  a hundred  years.  Its 
success  can  be  attributed  to  several  fac- 
tors: an  engaging  variety  of  melodies; 
the  colorful  scoring  (including  famous 
passages  in  the  trio  section  for  the  pic- 
colo and  for  the  trombones);  and  the 
performance  style,  in  which  Sousa  had 
the  featured  sections  stand  as  they 
played. 

The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever  has 
rightfully  earned  its  place  on  Pops  pro- 
grams and  in  the  hearts  of  Americans. 
Not  only  was  it  Sousa’s  finest  achievement,  it  was  also  his  favorite  composition.  Fit- 
tingly, the  first  four  bars  of  the  familiar  trio  melody  are  inscribed  on  the  bandleader’s 
headstone  in  the  Congressional  Cemetery  in  our  nation’s  capital.

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On  Display  in  Symphony  Hall 

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases. 
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Keith  Lockhart 

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops , 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  recorded 
exclusively  with  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe , with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  Decem- 
ber 1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 
Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 
vately with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets , Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report , Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones , Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer’s  Stone , A.I. 
Artificial  Intelligence , The  Patriot , Angela’s  Ashes , Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace , 
Stepmom , Saving  Private  Ryan , Amistad,  The  Lost  World , Rosewood , Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina,  Schindler’s  List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Far  and  Away,  JFK , Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  February  2002  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Principal 
Pops  Guest  Conductor,  effective  with  the  spring  2002 
Boston  Pops  season.  With  this  appointment  Mr.  Hangen 
became  the  first  Principal  Pops  Guest  Conductor  in 
the  orchestra’s  117-year  history.  Since  his  debut  as  a 
Boston  Pops  guest  conductor  in  1979,  Mr.  Hangen 
has  led  the  orchestra  in  Symphony  Hall,  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade,  in  private  concerts,  and  on 

tour.  He  traveled  to  New  Orleans  as  cover  conductor  for 

Keith  Lockhart  for  the  Pops’  performance  in  the  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  Pregame 
Show.  In  his  new  role,  Mr.  Hangen  plays  a more  prominent  role  in  all  the  orchestra’s 
activities,  which  have  increased  dramatically  since  Keith  Lockhart’s  appointment.  Dur- 
ing the  2002  spring  season,  Mr.  Hangen  doubled  his  normal  guest  conducting  schedule 
with  the  Pops,  leading  fifteen  concerts.  Thoroughly  American  in  his  education  and 
training,  and  highly  experienced  in  both  symphonic  and  popular  literature,  Bruce 
Hangen  is  currently  Principal  Conductor  and  Artistic  Director  of  the  Indian  Hill  Sym- 
phony at  Indian  Hill  Arts,  the  Littleton,  Massachusetts-based  regional  center  for  music 
education  and  performance  now  celebrating  its  27th  season.  He  is  also  Artistic/General 
Director  of  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre  in  Maine,  a company  he  founded  in 
1995.  As  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Hangen  has  also  appeared  with  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic, Dallas  Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra,  Atlanta  Symphony,  Houston  Sym- 
phony, Baltimore  Symphony,  Utah  Symphony,  Kansas  City  Symphony,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  Orchestra  of  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Formerly  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Omaha 
Symphony  (1995-96),  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  that  orchestra’s  Music  Director  and  Con- 
ductor from  1984  to  1992  and  Artistic  Director  from  1992  to  1995.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  Omaha  Symphony  received  national  recognition  for  its  varied  and  innovative 
program  offerings  and  prominent  artistic  collaborations,  including  a “sister  orchestra” 
partnership  with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Shizuoka,  Japan,  Omaha’s  sister  city. 

Previously,  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Portland 
(Maine)  Symphony  (1976-86);  Music  Director  of  Denver’s  Arapahoe  Chamber  Or- 
chestra (1975-79);  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony  (1973-79);  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic,  now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra 
(1966-72);  and  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  (1997-99).  Mr.  Hangen 
maintains  a strong  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts,  demonstrated  by  his  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Hill  Symphony’s  innovative  Family  Concert  series  and  recent  guest 
conducting  appearances  with  the  orchestras  of  Oberlin  Conservatory,  Hartt  School 
of  Music,  and  Yale  University,  as  well  as  youth  orchestras  and  festivals  across  the 
country.  At  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre,  his  Young  Artist  Apprenticeship 
program  exposes  aspiring  performers  to  opera  production  and  institutional  leadership. 
Mr.  Hangen  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  University 
of  New  England  in  1981,  and  in  Omaha  was  the  recipient  of  the  ICAN  Foundation’s 
1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  Mr.  Hangen  was  a Conducting  Fellow  for  two  summers  at  the  Tangle- 
wood  Music  Center,  where  he  won  the  prize  for  Outstanding  Conducting  Fellow  in  1973.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 
More  Dolce  Please /,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops , and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician’s  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

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A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops

The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur 
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Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Hall  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  com- 
posed of  Boston  Sym- 
phony members.  After 

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

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the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

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About  Christopher  Rouse’s  “The  Nevill  Feast” 

Like  many  American  composers  in  the  latter  half  of  the  20th  century,  Christopher 
Rouse  (b.  1 949)  has  found  inspiration  not  only  in  the  canon  of  Western  music,  particu- 
larly the  works  of  such  composers  as  Bruckner,  William  Schuman,  and  Shostakovich, 
but  also  in  rock,  especially  the  music  of  the  band  Led  Zeppelin.  Rouse’s  works  such  as 
The  Infernal  Machine , “Bump”  from  the  triptych  Phantasmata  (which  makes  specific 
reference  to  Zeppelin),  Gorgon , and  Phaethon  exhibit  a rock-tinged  energy,  while  his 
Symphony  No.  1 and  Envoi  explore  a more  introspective  and  subdued  world. 

The  composer  has  provided  the  following  about  his  new  work  for  Keith  Lockhart 
and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  The  Nevill  Feast : 

During  the  Middle  Ages  and  Renaissance  periods,  it  was  not  uncommon  in 
England  to  find  the  scheduling  of  elaborate  feasts  in  honor  of  a notable  event. 
Guests  numbered  in  the  hundreds  or  even  thousands,  and  often  the  intent  was  to 
demonstrate  how  many  fighting  men  a given  family  could  muster  in  the  event  that 
an  army  had  to  be  raised. 

George  Nevill  was  elevated  to  the  archbishopric  of  York  in  1465 — perhaps 
tellingly,  this  occurred  in  the  midst  of  the  Wars  of  the  Roses  between  the  Houses 
of  Lancaster  and  York — and  the  feast  held  that  year  in  his  honor  has  come  down 
to  us  as  one  of  the  most  sumptuous  and  enormous  of  all  such  feasts.  A substantial 
variety  of  birds  were  served,  including  gannets,  gulls,  sparrows,  peacocks,  and 
larks.  Other  items  offered  included  six  wild  bulls,  one  hundred  thirteen  oxen,  one 
thousand  sheep,  and  thirteen  porpoises.  Also  on  hand  were  two  thousand  each  of 
chickens,  geese,  and  pigs.  Over  two  thousand  guests  reportedly  attended,  and  the 
feast  lasted  for  several  days. 

Completed  in  Pittsford,  New  York,  on  February  23,  2003,  The  Nevill  Feast  is 
dedicated  to  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops,  for  whom  it  was  composed.  It 
is  a brief  (approximately  eight  minutes)  score  intended  simply  to  entertain.  The 
influence  of  rock  and  roll  is  present  throughout,  and  the  work  is  framed  around  a 
repeating  chord  progression  central  to  rock  music.  It  is  scored  for  an  orchestra  of 
piccolo,  two  flutes,  three  oboes,  two  clarinets,  bass  clarinet,  three  bassoons  (third 
doubling  contrabassoon),  four  horns,  three  trumpets,  three  trombones,  tuba,  harp, 
electric  bass,  timpani,  percussion  (three  players),  and  strings.  The  percussion 
instruments  required  are  glockenspiel,  xylophone,  marimba,  drum  set,  two  bon- 
gos, two  timbales,  bass  drum,  cowbell,  Chinese  cymbal,  police  whistle,  maracas, 
claves,  guiro,  and  small  cabasa.

B.B.  King 

His  reign  as  King  of  the  Blues  has  been  as  long  as  that 
of  any  monarch  on  earth.  Yet  B.B.  King,  now  in  his 
seventies,  continues  to  wear  his  crown  well,  singing 
and  playing  the  blues  with  relentless  passion.  For  more 
than  half  a century,  Riley  B.  King — better  known  as 
B.B.  King — has  defined  the  blues  for  a worldwide 
I audience.  Since  he  started  recording  in  the  1940s, 
the  Grammy  winner  has  released  over  fifty  albums, 
many  of  them  classics.  Born  on  a plantation  in  Itta  Bene,  Mississippi, 
near  Indianola,  he  played  on  street  corners  for  dimes  as  a youth.  In  1947,  he  hitch- 
hiked to  Memphis,  Tennessee,  where  every  important  musician  of  the  South  gravitated, 
and  stayed  with  his  cousin,  blues  performer  Bukka  White.  There  he  performed  primar- 
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ily  on  radio  and  his  “King’s  Spot”  became  so  popular,  it  was  expanded  and  became 
the  “Sepia  Swing  Club.”  Soon  B.B.  needed  a catchy  radio  name.  What  started  out  as 
Beale  Street  Blues  Boy  was  shortened  to  Blues  Boy  King,  and  eventually  B.B.  King.  In 
the  mid-1950s,  while  B.B.  was  performing  at  a dance  in  Twist,  Arkansas,  two  men  got 
into  a fight  and  knocked  over  a kerosene  stove,  setting  fire  to  the  hall.  B.B.  raced  out- 
doors to  safety  with  everyone  else,  then  realized  that  he  left  his  beloved  $30  acoustic 
guitar  inside,  so  he  rushed  back  inside  the  burning  building  to  retrieve  it,  narrowly 
escaping  death.  When  he  later  found  out  that  the  fight  had  been  over  a woman  named 
Lucille,  he  decided  to  give  that  name  to  his  guitar  to  remind  him  never  to  do  a crazy 
thing  like  fight  over  a woman.  Ever  since,  each  one  of  B.B.’s  trademark  Gibson  guitars 
has  been  called  Lucille.  Soon  after  releasing  his  number  one  hit,  “Three  O’Clock 
Blues,”  B.B.  began  touring  nationally.  From  the  chitlin  circuit  with  its  small-town 
cafes,  juke  joints,  and  country  dance  halls  to  rock  palaces,  symphony  concert  halls, 
universities,  resort  hotels,  and  amphitheaters,  both  nationally  and  internationally,  B.B. 
has  become  the  most  renowned  blues  musician  of  the  past  40  years.  His  guitar  style, 
one  of  the  most  identifiable  in  the  world,  was  influenced  by  Blind  Lemon  Jefferson, 
T-Bone  Walker,  and  others,  and  has  been  a model  for  thousands  of  players,  from  Eric 
Clapton  and  George  Harrison  to  Jeff  Beck.  In  1968  B.B.  played  at  the  Newport  Folk 
Festival  and  at  Bill  Graham’s  Fillmore  West  on  bills  with  the  hottest  rock  artists  of  the 
day,  who  idolized  B.B.  and  helped  introduce  him  to  a young  white  audience.  In  1969 
B.B.  was  chosen  by  the  Rolling  Stones  to  open  18  American  concerts  for  them;  Ike  and 
Tina  Turner  also  played  on  18  shows.  B.B.  was  inducted  into  the  Blues  Foundation 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1984  and  into  the  Rock  and  Roll  Hall  of  Fame  in  1987.  He  received 
a Lifetime  Achievement  Grammy  Award  in  1987,  and  holds  several  honorary  degrees. 
In  1991  B.B.  King’s  Blues  Club  opened  on  Beale  Street  in  Memphis,  and  in  1994,  a 
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second  club  was  launched  at  Universal  CityWalk  in  Los  Angeles.  A third  club  in  New 
York  City’s  Times  Square  opened  in  June  2000  and  in  January  2002  two  clubs  opened 
at  Foxwoods  Casino  in  Connecticut.  In  1996  the  CD-ROM  On  The  Road  With  B.B. 
King:  An  Interactive  Autobiography  was  released  to  rave  reviews.  Also  in  1996  B.B.’s 
autobiography,  Blues  All  Around  Me  (written  with  David  Ritz  for  Avon  Books),  was 
published.  In  a similar  vein,  Doubleday  published  The  Arrival  of  B.B.  King  by  Charles 
Sawyer  in  1980.  B.B.  continues  to  tour  extensively,  averaging  over  250  concerts  per 
year  around  the  world.  Classics  such  as  “Payin’  the  Cost  to  Be  the  Boss,”  “The  Thrill 
Is  Gone,”  “Flow  Blue  Can  You  Get,”  “Everyday  I Have  the  Blues,”  and  “Why  I Sing 
the  Blues”  are  concert  (and  fan)  staples.  These  are  his  first  appearances  with  the  Bos- 
ton Pops  Orchestra.

Founded  in  1867,  the  Boston  Conservatory  is  a private 
college  offering  undergraduate  degrees  and  diplomas 
in  music  performance,  education,  and  composition; 
dance;  and  musical  theater.  Graduate  degrees  and 
diploma  programs  are  offered  in  music  and  dance 
performance,  opera,  musical  theater,  composition, 
choral  conducting,  jazz  studies,  and  music  education.  Students  from 
all  fifty  states  and  more  than  forty  countries  have  attended  the  conservatory;  enroll- 
ment averages  500  annually  and  there  are  more  than  175  academic  professionals  and 
performing  artists  on  the  faculty.  The  Boston  Conservatory  was  one  of  the  first  col- 
leges in  the  United  States  to  grant  degrees  in  musical  theater.  The  Theater  Division’s 
unique  curriculum  offers  course  work  in  acting,  coupled  with  music  and  voice  study, 
and  a full  range  of  dance,  including  ballet,  tap,  and  jazz  styles.  Integral  to  the  course 
work  is  a rigorous  performance  schedule  providing  immediate  and  continuous  experi- 
ence to  the  developing  performer.  Academic  requirements  further  enhance  the  program 
by  creating  a context  for  understanding  theater’s  contribution  to  cultural  life.  Each 
year  the  Theater  Division  presents  three  major  productions,  two  musicals  and  one 
drama,  as  well  as  smaller  productions  staged  throughout  the  year,  often  with  senior 
students  directing.  Over  the  years  the  Theater  Division  has  performed  world  and 
regional  premieres  of  many  important  works.  Boston  Conservatory  alumni  can  be  seen 
in  major  productions  on  Broadway,  in  Europe,  and  in  national  touring  companies.  In 
addition,  many  alumni  find  acting  work  in  television  and  film. 

Neil  Donohoe  has  directed  throughout  New  England,  including  productions  at  the 
Charles  Playhouse  in  Boston,  the  Waterville  (Maine)  Summer  Music  Theater,  Timber- 
lake  Playhouse  in  Illinois,  College  Light  Opera  Company  (Falmouth,  Massachusetts), 
Keene  Summer  Theater,  Bill  Fegan  Attractions  in  Dallas,  and  Chiswick  Park  Theater 
(Sudbury,  Massachusetts).  Director  of  the  Vincent  Show  for  ten  years,  Mr.  Donohoe 
was  a principal  singer  for  Light  Opera  of  Manhattan  and  has  also  served  as  a director 
for  the  Green  Mountain  Guild  of  Vermont  and  guest  instructor  at  Boston  University. 
For  the  Boston  Pops,  he  staged  the  ensemble  numbers  for  both  the  opening  of  the 
1992  season  (with  guest  Tyne  Daly)  and  the  1993  tribute  to  John  Williams,  coached 
1997  Opening  Night  guest  Elaine  Paige,  and  coordinated  the  stage  direction  and  man-

She  has  coached  and  accom- 
panied singers  for  the  New  School  of  Music,  the 
Theater  Offensive,  the  American  Repertory  Theater 
Institute,  and  the  Opera  Laboratory  Theater  Com- 
pany. At  Brandeis  University,  she  taught  for  three 
years  in  the  MFA  program  as  Artist-In-Residence. 
She  arranges  for  and  performs  with  cabaret  artists  in  Boston,  having 
collaborated  in  performance  with  Jason  Alexander,  Nancy  Armstrong,  Sara  Goldstein, 
Mary  Saunders,  Robert  Honeysucker,  Abe  Rybeck,  Kate  Clinton,  Will  MacMillan,  and 
Thalia  Zedek.

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases.

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Keith  Lockhart 

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops, 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe,  with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  Decem- 
ber 1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 
Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 
vately with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets,  Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report , Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones , Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer’s  Stone , A.I. 
Artificial  Intelligence,  The  Patriot,  Angela’s  Ashes,  Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace, 
Stepmom,  Saving  Private  Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina , Schindler’s  List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Far  and  Away,  JFK,  Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent,  Porn  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  February  2002  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Principal 
Pops  Guest  Conductor,  effective  with  the  spring  2002 
Boston  Pops  season.  With  this  appointment  Mr.  Hangen 
became  the  first  Principal  Pops  Guest  Conductor  in 
the  orchestra’s  117-year  history.  Since  his  debut  as  a 
Boston  Pops  guest  conductor  in  1979,  Mr.  Hangen 
has  led  the  orchestra  in  Symphony  Hall,  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade,  in  private  concerts,  and  on 
tour.  He  traveled  to  New  Orleans  as  cover  conductor  for 
Keith  Lockhart  for  the  Pops’  performance  in  the  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  Pregame 
Show.  In  his  new  role,  Mr.  Hangen  plays  a more  prominent  role  in  all  the  orchestra’s 
activities,  which  have  increased  dramatically  since  Keith  Lockhart’s  appointment.  Dur- 
ing the  2002  spring  season,  Mr.  Hangen  doubled  his  normal  guest  conducting  schedule 
with  the  Pops,  leading  fifteen  concerts.  Thoroughly  American  in  his  education  and 
training,  and  highly  experienced  in  both  symphonic  and  popular  literature,  Bruce 
Hangen  is  currently  Principal  Conductor  and  Artistic  Director  of  the  Indian  Hill  Sym- 
phony at  Indian  Hill  Arts,  the  Littleton,  Massachusetts-based  regional  center  for  music 
education  and  performance  now  celebrating  its  27th  season.  He  is  also  Artistic/General 
Director  of  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre  in  Maine,  a company  he  founded  in 
1995.  As  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Hangen  has  also  appeared  with  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic, Dallas  Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra,  Atlanta  Symphony,  Houston  Sym- 
phony, Baltimore  Symphony,  Utah  Symphony,  Kansas  City  Symphony,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  Orchestra  of  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Formerly  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Omaha 
Symphony  (1995-96),  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  that  orchestra’s  Music  Director  and  Con- 
ductor from  1984  to  1992  and  Artistic  Director  from  1992  to  1995.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  Omaha  Symphony  received  national  recognition  for  its  varied  and  innovative 
program  offerings  and  prominent  artistic  collaborations,  including  a “sister  orchestra” 
partnership  with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Shizuoka,  Japan,  Omaha’s  sister  city. 

Previously,  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Portland 
(Maine)  Symphony  (1976-86);  Music  Director  of  Denver’s  Arapahoe  Chamber  Or- 
chestra (1975-79);  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony  (1973-79);  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic,  now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra 
(1966-72);  and  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  (1997-99).  Mr.  Hangen 
maintains  a strong  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts,  demonstrated  by  his  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Hill  Symphony’s  innovative  Family  Concert  series  and  recent  guest 
conducting  appearances  with  the  orchestras  of  Oberlin  Conservatory,  Hartt  School 
of  Music,  and  Yale  University,  as  well  as  youth  orchestras  and  festivals  across  the 
country.  At  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre,  his  Young  Artist  Apprenticeship 
program  exposes  aspiring  performers  to  opera  production  and  institutional  leadership. 
Mr.  Hangen  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  University 
of  New  England  in  1981,  and  in  Omaha  was  the  recipient  of  the  ICAN  Foundation’s 
1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  Mr.  Hangen  was  a Conducting  Fellow  for  two  summers  at  the  Tangle- 
wood  Music  Center,  where  he  won  the  prize  for  Outstanding  Conducting  Fellow  in  1973.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 

More  Dolce  Please !,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician’s  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

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A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur 
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Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Flail  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor—an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.

the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
, for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 

able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

ARTISTS 

Born  in  New  York  and  the  goddaughter  of  Quincy  Jones  and  Dinah  Washington,  Patti 
Austin  first  performed  at  age  four  with  her  godmother  at  Harlem’s  Apollo  Theater. 
After  recording  four  albums  for  CTI  Records,  Patti  signed  with  Quincy  Jones’s  Qwest 
label  in  1981;  her  first  album,  Every  Home  Should  Have  One , included  “Baby  Come 
to  Me,”  the  smash  duet  with  James  Ingram,  with  whom  she  also  recorded  the  Oscar- 
nominated  “How  Do  You  Keep  the  Music  Playing?”  Also  for  Qwest,  Patti  recorded 
the  albums  Patti  Austin , Gettin * Away  With  Murder , and  The  Real  Me , a collection  of 
pop  and  jazz  standards.  In  1989  she  signed  with  GRP  Records,  where  she  recorded 
Carry  On,  Love  Is  Gonna  Getcha , That  Secret  Place , and  Patti  Austin  Live.  In  recent 
years  Patti  has  performed  extensively  throughout  the  Far  East,  sung  for  AIDS-related 
organizations,  taken  part  in  two  “Colors  of  Christmas”  tours,  and  made  guest  appear- 
ances on  television  sitcoms  and  talk  shows.  For  Concord  Jazz  she  recorded  In  and  Out 
of  Love  and  Street  of  Dreams', The  Very  Best  of  Patti  Austin  was  released  by  Rhino  in 
2001.  After  a concert  with  the  WDR  big  band  and  orchestra  in  Germany  in  2000, 

Patti  was  invited  back  in  2001  and  the  idea  for  recording  an  homage  to  Ella  Fitzgerald 
was  born.  For  Ella  (Playboy  Jazz)  is  a milestone  in  Patti  Austin’s  career,  a tour-de-force 
thirteen-track  album  recorded  as  a complete  performance  in  front  of  a live  audience. 

Trumpet  virtuoso  Byron  Stripling  has  ignited  audiences  internationally.  He  has  been  fea- 
tured soloist  with  the  Boston  Pops,  New  York  Pops,  Cincinnati  Pops,  Seattle  Symphony, 
Baltimore  Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra,  St.  Louis  Symphony,  Vancouver  Symphony, 
Utah  Symphony,  and  the  American  Jazz  Philharmonic,  to  name  a few.  A frequent  soloist 
at  major  jazz  festivals  throughout  the  world,  he  currently  serves  as  artistic  director  and 
conductor  of  the  highly  acclaimed  Columbus  Jazz  Orchestra.  Following  a worldwide 
search,  Byron  was  chosen  for  the  lead  role  in  the  Broadway-bound  musical  Satchmo.

Jean- Yves  Thibaudet 

Pianist  Jean-Yves  Thibaudet  is  in  demand  worldwide  for 
appearances  with  the  foremost  conductors,  orchestras, 
and  festivals.  He  is  equally  at  home  with  chamber 
music  and  in  recital.  Mr.  Thibaudet  is  an  exclusive 
Decca  recording  artist  with  over  thirty  releases.  His 
latest  is  The  Magic  of  Satie,  a collection  of  both  well- 
known  and  rare  Satie  works  including  several  pieces 
that  have  never  been  recorded.  Other  recent  record- 
ings include  the  Mendelssohn  piano  concertos  with  Herbert 
Blomstedt  leading  the  Leipzig  Gewandhaus  Orchestra  and  Night  Songs  with 
Renee  Fleming.  Mr.  Thibaudet’s  diverse  repertoire  includes  works  of  Rachmaninoff, 
Debussy,  Liszt,  Messiaen,  Chopin,  Shostakovich,  Gershwin,  Brahms,  Schumann,  d’Indy, 
Wolf,  and  Ravel.  His  recording  of  the  complete  Ravel  piano  works  was  nominated 
for  a Grammy  award.  He  has  also  made  successful  forays  into  the  world  of  jazz,  in- 
cluding his  recordings  Reflections  on  Duke  and  Conversations  with  Bill  Evans.  Selec- 
tions from  these  two  recordings  were  released  in  Australia  to  great  acclaim  as  Day- 
dreams: Reflections  on  Bill  Evans  and  Duke  Ellington.  Outside  the  traditional  concert 
stage,  Mr.  Thibaudet  made  a cameo  appearance  in  Bruce  Beresford’s  feature  film  Bride 
of  the  Wind , about  Alma  Mahler,  released  in  June  2001,  and  his  playing  is  showcased 
throughout  the  film’s  soundtrack.  His  performances  of  two  Schubert  impromptus  are 
featured  on  the  soundtrack  of  the  film  Portrait  of  a Lady.  He  was  featured  in  the  2000 
PBS/Smithsonian  special  Piano  Grand!,  hosted  by  Billy  Joel  and  paying  tribute  to  the 
300th  anniversary  of  the  piano.  For  the  Metropolitan  Opera’s  opening  night  perfor- 
mance of  the  2002-03  season,  he  repeated  his  cameo  performance  as  the  Polish  pianist 
in  the  second  act  of  Giordano’s  Fedora.  Mr.  Thibaudet’s  concert  attire  is  designed  by 
Thierry  Mugler;  the  celebrated  London  designer  Vivienne  Westwood  has  also  begun  to 
design  concert  attire  for  him,  beginning  with  his  2002  London  Proms  performance.  Of 
French  and  German  heritage,  Jean-Yves  Thibaudet  was  born  in  Lyon,  France,  where  he 
began  his  piano  studies  at  age  five  and  made  his  first  public  appearance  at  age  seven. 
He  entered  the  Paris  Conservatory  at  age  twelve  and  studied  with  Aldo  Ciccolini  and 
Lucette  Descaves,  a friend  and  collaborator  of  Ravel.  At  fifteen  Mr.  Thibaudet  won  the 
Prix  du  Conservatoire,  three  years  later  winning  the  Young  Concert  Artists  Auditions 
in  New  York.  In  2001  the  Republic  of  France  awarded  Mr.  Thibaudet  the  Chevalier  de

Dainius  Puodziukas 

Born  into  a family  of  musicians  in  Lithuania,  violinist 
Dainius  Puodziukas  graduated  from  the  M.K.  Ciurlionis 
School  of  Music  in  1995  and  from  the  Music  Academy 
of  Lithuania  in  2000.  Mr.  Puodziukas  has  been  a 
prize-winner  in  many  national  and  international  com- 
petitions, winning  second  place  in  KOCIAN  (Czech 
Republic)  1991,  first  place  in  Vilnius  (1995),  and 
first  place  in  Boston  University  String  Department 
(2000)  competitions.  Most  recently  he  won  the  2003  Boston 
University  String  Department  Competition  and  the  2003  Boston  University 
Concerto  Competition.  As  a winner  of  the  international  festival  “Young  Virtuoso 
2001,”  he  performed  in  Carnegie  Hall  and  in  the  Grand  Hall  of  the  Gnesin  Music 
Academy  in  Moscow.  Mr.  Puodziukas  has  participated  in  various  master  classes  and 
has  participated  in  such  summer  schools  and  festivals  as  Music  Academy  of  the  West 
(Santa  Barbara,  1999),  Soesterberg  (2001),  and  Thomas  Mann  (2000).  In  1997  he 
represented  Lithuania  in  the  Pierre  Boulez  “20th  Century  Music  Academy”  in  Paris. 
Mr.  Puodziukas  has  had  solo  performances  with  the  Lithuanian  National  Symphony 
Orchestra,  Music  Academy  of  Lithuania  Symphony  Orchestra,  “KREMERata  BALTI- 
CA”  Chamber  Orchestra,  and  Chamber  Orchestra  of  Lithuania.  He  has  also  per- 
formed chamber  music  and  solo  recitals  in  Germany,  Latvia,  Sweden,  the  Netherlands, 
and  the  United  States.  Mr.  Puodziukas  is  graduating  with  an  Artist  Diploma  from 
Boston  University,  having  studied  under  Professor  D.  Mazurkevich.  In  his  two  Boston 
Pops  concerts  this  month,  Mr.  Puodziukas  is  playing  a Hieronymus  Amati,  Figlio  di 
Nicolo  Amati  Cremona  1696  violin,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Reuning  & Sons.

Theater  Division 
Neil  Donohoe,  chairperson 

Founded  in  1867,  the  Boston  Conservatory  is  a private 
college  offering  undergraduate  degrees  and  diplomas 
in  music  performance,  education,  and  composition; 
dance;  and  musical  theater.  Graduate  degrees  and 
diploma  programs  are  offered  in  music  and  dance 
performance,  opera,  musical  theater,  composition, 
choral  conducting,  jazz  studies,  and  music  education.  Students  from 
all  fifty  states  and  more  than  forty  countries  have  attended  the  conservatory;  enroll- 
ment averages  500  annually  and  there  are  more  than  175  academic  professionals  and 
performing  artists  on  the  faculty.  The  Boston  Conservatory  was  one  of  the  first  col- 
leges in  the  United  States  to  grant  degrees  in  musical  theater.  The  Theater  Division’s 
unique  curriculum  offers  course  work  in  acting,  coupled  with  music  and  voice  study, 
and  a full  range  of  dance,  including  ballet,  tap,  and  jazz  styles.  Integral  to  the  course 
work  is  a rigorous  performance  schedule  providing  immediate  and  continuous  experi- 
ence to  the  developing  performer.  Academic  requirements  further  enhance  the  program 
by  creating  a context  for  understanding  theater’s  contribution  to  cultural  life.  Each 
year  the  Theater  Division  presents  three  major  productions,  two  musicals  and  one 
drama,  as  well  as  smaller  productions  staged  throughout  the  year,  often  with  senior 
students  directing.  Over  the  years  the  Theater  Division  has  performed  world  and 
regional  premieres  of  many  important  works.  Boston  Conservatory  alumni  can  be  seen 
in  major  productions  on  Broadway,  in  Europe,  and  in  national  touring  companies.  In 
addition,  many  alumni  find  acting  work  in  television  and  film. 

Neil  Donohoe  has  directed  throughout  New  England,  including  productions  at  the 
Charles  Playhouse  in  Boston,  the  Waterville  (Maine)  Summer  Music  Theater,  Timber- 
lake  Playhouse  in  Illinois,  College  Light  Opera  Company  (Falmouth,  Massachusetts), 
Keene  Summer  Theater,  Bill  Fegan  Attractions  in  Dallas,  and  Chiswick  Park  Theater 
(Sudbury,  Massachusetts).  Director  of  the  Vincent  Show  for  ten  years,  Mr.  Donohoe 
was  a principal  singer  for  Light  Opera  of  Manhattan  and  has  also  served  as  a director 
for  the  Green  Mountain  Guild  of  Vermont  and  guest  instructor  at  Boston  University. 
For  the  Boston  Pops,  he  staged  the  ensemble  numbers  for  both  the  opening  of  the 
1992  season  (with  guest  Tyne  Daly)  and  the  1993  tribute  to  John  Williams,  coached 
1997  Opening  Night  guest  Elaine  Paige,  and  coordinated  the  stage  direction  and  man- 
agement of  the  performers  for  the  nationally  televised  Fourth  of  July  concerts  on  the 
Esplanade  from  1998  through  2001.  At  The  Boston  Conservatory,  where  he  is  director 
of  the  Theater  Division,  Mr.  Donohoe  directed  the  first  fully-staged  and  -produced 
workshop  of  The  Screams  of  Kitty  Genovese , and  produced  the  Boston  premiere  of 
Elegies  for  Angels,  Punks,  and  Raging  Queens , a benefit  for  the  Boston  Living  Center. 


Beth  Heinberg 

Beth  Heinberg  teaches  vocal  repertoire,  musical  theater 
ensemble,  and  piano  in  the  Theater  Division  at  The 
Boston  Conservatory.  She  has  coached  and  accom- 
panied singers  for  the  New  School  of  Music,  the 
Theater  Offensive,  the  American  Repertory  Theater 
Institute,  and  the  Opera  Laboratory  Theater  Com- 
pany. At  Brandeis  University,  she  taught  for  three 
years  in  the  MFA  program  as  Artist-In-Residence. 
She  arranges  for  and  performs  with  cabaret  artists  in  Boston,  having 
collaborated  in  performance  with  Jason  Alexander,  Nancy  Armstrong,  Sara  Goldstein, 
Mary  Saunders,  Robert  Honeysucker,  Abe  Rybeck,  Kate  Clinton,  Will  MacMillan,  and 
Thalia  Zedek.  Ms.  Heinberg’s  professional  musical  direction  credits  include  five  years 
with  Harvard’s  Hasty  Pudding  Theatricals;  the  premieres  of  Aurora  and  Second  Chances 
at  Northeastern  University;  and  Isabella , a fully  staged  operetta  at  the  Isabella  Stewart 
Gardner  Museum.  Her  most  recent  project  was  providing  music  supervision  and  musi- 
cal direction  of  The  Grapes  of  Wrath  on  the  main  stage  at  The  Boston  Conservatory. 
Ms.  Heinberg  composed  the  songs  for  Could  Be  Worse , a movie  musical  by  Zack  Stratis, 
which  premiered  at  the  2000  Sundance  film  festival.  Other  film  and  recording  credits 
include  Never  Met  Picasso  (an  independent  feature  starring  Margot  Kidder),  Dear 
Diary  (Magic  12)  on  Dahlia  Records,  and  Near  Life  Experience  (Come)  on  Matador/ 
Capitol  Records.  Ms.  Heinberg  teaches  piano  privately  in  her  Brookline  studio;  she  plays 
piano  in  New  York,  Boston,  and  Provincetown  with  the  jazz  duo  Lucky  and  Angel.

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases.

Keith  Lockhart 

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops , 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe , with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  Decem- 
ber 1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 
Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 
vately with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets,  Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report , Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones , Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer’s  Stone , A.I. 
Artificial  Intelligence , The  Patriot , Angela’s  Ashes,  Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace, 
Stepmom,  Saving  Private  Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina,  Schindler’s  List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Far  and  Away,  JFK,  Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  February  2002  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Principal 
Pops  Guest  Conductor,  effective  with  the  spring  2002 
Boston  Pops  season.  With  this  appointment  Mr.  Hangen 
became  the  first  Principal  Pops  Guest  Conductor  in 
the  orchestra’s  117-year  history.  Since  his  debut  as  a 
Boston  Pops  guest  conductor  in  1979,  Mr.  Hangen 
has  led  the  orchestra  in  Symphony  Hall,  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade,  in  private  concerts,  and  on 
tour.  He  traveled  to  New  Orleans  as  cover  conductor  for 
Keith  Lockhart  for  the  Pops’  performance  in  the  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  Pregame 
Show.  In  his  new  role,  Mr.  Hangen  plays  a more  prominent  role  in  all  the  orchestra’s 
activities,  which  have  increased  dramatically  since  Keith  Lockhart’s  appointment.  Dur- 
ing the  2002  spring  season,  Mr.  Hangen  doubled  his  normal  guest  conducting  schedule 
with  the  Pops,  leading  fifteen  concerts.  Thoroughly  American  in  his  education  and 
training,  and  highly  experienced  in  both  symphonic  and  popular  literature,  Bruce 
Hangen  is  currently  Principal  Conductor  and  Artistic  Director  of  the  Indian  Hill  Sym- 
phony at  Indian  Hill  Arts,  the  Littleton,  Massachusetts-based  regional  center  for  music 
education  and  performance  now  celebrating  its  27th  season.  He  is  also  Artistic/General 
Director  of  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre  in  Maine,  a company  he  founded  in 
1995.  As  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Hangen  has  also  appeared  with  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic, Dallas  Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra,  Atlanta  Symphony,  Houston  Sym- 
phony, Baltimore  Symphony,  Utah  Symphony,  Kansas  City  Symphony,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  Orchestra  of  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Formerly  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Omaha 
Symphony  (1995-96),  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  that  orchestra’s  Music  Director  and  Con- 
ductor from  1984  to  1992  and  Artistic  Director  from  1992  to  1995.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  Omaha  Symphony  received  national  recognition  for  its  varied  and  innovative 
program  offerings  and  prominent  artistic  collaborations,  including  a “sister  orchestra” 
partnership  with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Shizuoka,  Japan,  Omaha’s  sister  city. 

Previously,  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Portland 
(Maine)  Symphony  (1976-86);  Music  Director  of  Denver’s  Arapahoe  Chamber  Or- 
chestra (1975-79);  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony  (1973-79);  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic,  now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra 
(1966-72);  and  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  (1997-99).  Mr.  Hangen 
maintains  a strong  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts,  demonstrated  by  his  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Hill  Symphony’s  innovative  Family  Concert  series  and  recent  guest 
conducting  appearances  with  the  orchestras  of  Oberlin  Conservatory,  Hartt  School 
of  Music,  and  Yale  University,  as  well  as  youth  orchestras  and  festivals  across  the 
country.  At  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre,  his  Young  Artist  Apprenticeship 
program  exposes  aspiring  performers  to  opera  production  and  institutional  leadership. 
Mr.  Hangen  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  University 
of  New  England  in  1981,  and  in  Omaha  was  the  recipient  of  the  ICAN  Foundation’s 
1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  Mr.  Hangen  was  a Conducting  Fellow  for  two  summers  at  the  Tangle- 
wood  Music  Center,  where  he  won  the  prize  for  Outstanding  Conducting  Fellow  in  1973.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 
More  Dolce  Please /,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops , and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician’s  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris,  he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur 
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In  in  ranee  to  Any  Amount  on  Any  Description  qi  Property.  “ 
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The  first  program  of  the  Promenade  Concerts 
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Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  hut  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Hall  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  com- 
posed of  Boston  Sym- 
phony members.  After 

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

In  1997  he 
represented  Lithuania  in  the  Pierre  Boulez  “20th  Century  Music  Academy”  in  Paris. 
Mr.  Puodziukas  has  had  solo  performances  with  the  Lithuanian  National  Symphony 
Orchestra,  Music  Academy  of  Lithuania  Symphony  Orchestra,  “KREMERata  BALTI- 
CA”  Chamber  Orchestra,  and  Chamber  Orchestra  of  Lithuania.  He  has  also  per- 
formed chamber  music  and  solo  recitals  in  Germany,  Latvia,  Sweden,  the  Netherlands, 
and  the  United  States.

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Ricky  Skaggs 

Eight-time  Grammy  Award-winner  Ricky  Skaggs’  career 
is  easily  among  the  most  significant  in  recent  country 
music  history,  and  essentially  reflects  the  changes  with- 
in the  genre  since  his  emergence  as  a solo  artist.  In  his 
30-plus  years  as  a professional  musician,  he  continues 
to  do  his  part  to  lead  the  recent  roots  revival  in  music. 
With  five  consecutive  Grammy  nominated  albums 
behind  him,  all  from  his  self-owned  record  compa- 
ny, Skaggs  Family  Records — 1998’s  Bluegrass  Rules!,  1999’s 
Ancient  Tones , and  2000’s  Soldier  of  the  Cross  and  Big  Mon:  The  Songs  of 
Bill  Monroe , and  200 l’s  History  of  the  Future — bluegrass  music  is  undoubtedly  in 
good  hands.  Born  July  18,  1954,  in  eastern  Kentucky,  Ricky  showed  signs  of  future 
stardom  at  an  early  age,  playing  mandolin  on  stage  with  bluegrass  pioneer  Bill  Mon- 
roe at  age  five  and  appearing  on  television  with  Lester  Flatt  and  Earl  Scruggs  at  seven. 
He  emerged  as  a professional  bluegrass  musician  in  1971,  when  he  and  his  friend 
Keith  Whitley  were  invited  to  join  the  legendary  Ralph  Stanley’s  band  the  Clinch 
Mountain  Boys.  Ricky  Skaggs  then  went  on  to  record  and  perform  with  progressive 
bluegrass  acts  like  the  Country  Gentlemen  and  J.D.  Crowe  & The  New  South,  whose 
self-titled  1975  Rounder  Records  debut  album  was  instantly  recognized  as  a landmark 
bluegrass  achievement.  He  then  led  Boone  Creek,  which  also  featured  dobro  ace  and 
fellow  New  South  alumnus  Jerry  Douglas.  In  the  late  1970s,  Ricky  turned  to  the  more 
mainstream  country  music  genre  when  he  joined  Emmylou  Harris’s  Hot  Band,  replac- 
ing Rodney  Crowell.  He  became  a recording  artist  in  his  own  right  in  1981  when  his 
Epic  label  debut  album  Waitin’  for  the  Sun  to  Shine  topped  the  country  charts  and 
yielded  a pair  of  #1  hits.  Overall,  his  productive  stay  at  Epic  would  result  in  a total  of 
twelve  #1  hits.  Additionally,  he  garnered  eight  Country  Music  Association  Awards — 
including  the  coveted  CMA’s  top  Entertainer  of  the  Year  trophy  in  1985.  Ricky  Skaggs 
fit  right  in  with  young  “new-traditionalist”  ’80s  artists  like  Randy  Travis,  and  helped 
rejuvenate  the  country  music  genre  after  the  Urban  Cowboy  period.  He  brought  his 
roots  in  bluegrass  and  traditional  country  music  to  the  contemporary  Nashville  sound, 
and  was  lauded  by  none  other  than  Chet  Atkins  for  “single-handedly”  saving  the 
country  format.  His  album  Bluegrass  Rules!  marked  a triumphant  return  to  bluegrass — 
which  he  has  since  solidified  with  a series  of  Grammy-recognized  albums  with  his 
crack  bluegrass  band,  Kentucky  Thunder  (winners  of  the  IBMA  “Instrumental  Group 
of  the  Year”  four  out  of  the  last  five  years).  He  also  launched  a sister  label,  Ceili  Music, 
as  a home  for  such  similar  bluegrass  and  roots  music-oriented  artists  as  Del  McCoury 
and  The  Whites  (Ricky  is  married  to  The  Whites’  Sharon  White).  Ricky  Skaggs’  career, 
then,  has  virtually  come  full  circle  from  its  traditional  country  music  foundation  to  the 
commercial  country  mainstream  and  back  again — thereby  effectively  foreshadowing 
the  bluegrass  music  explosion  fueled  by  the  2000  Coen  Brothers  film  O Brother, 

Where  Art  Thou ? and  its  celebrated  bluegrass-heavy  soundtrack.  Appropriately,  then, 
in  2002  he  joined  The  Whites,  Ralph  Stanley,  and  other  O Brother  music  stars  in  the 
sold-out  41 -city  “Down  From  the  Mountain”  tour,  which  was  directly  inspired  by  the 
immense  success  of  the  film’s  soundtrack.  His  newest  album  is  entitled  Ricky  Skaggs  & 
Kentucky  Thunder — “Live”  From  the  Charleston  Music  Hall.  This  week  Ricky  Skaggs 
appears  for  the  first  time  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.

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Peter  Cincotti 

Pianist  and  singer  Peter  Cincotti  is  a sophomore  at  New 
York’s  Columbia  University  who  just  happens  to  be  on 
the  verge  of  an  extraordinary  career  that  could  bring 
pure  jazz  to  a whole  new  audience.  His  self-titled 
debut  album  for  Concord  Records  was  produced  by 
the  legendary  Phil  Ramone.  In  spring  2001  Peter  was 
the  youngest  artist  ever  to  play  the  famed  Oak  Room 
at  the  Algonquin  Hotel.  His  performance  piqued  the 
interest  of  the  New  York  glitterati  and  fueled  critical 
and  public  anticipation  for  his  debut  recording.  The  CD  includes  three 
original  Peter  Cincotti  compositions  featuring  his  mother’s  lyrics;  “Miss  Brown”  and 
“Comes  Love,”  both  popularized  by  Billie  Holiday;  “Come  Live  Your  Life  With  Me,” 
played  throughout  The  Godfather  minus  its  seldom-heard  lyrics;  a piano  interpretation 
of  the  Beatles’  “Fool  on  the  Hill”  that  makes  a vocal  segue  into  the  classic  Nat  King 
Cole  tune  “Nature  Boy”;  and  Peter’s  own  renditions  of  “Sway,”  “Ain’t  Misbehavin’,” 
“Spinning  Wheel,”  “You  Stepped  Out  of  a Dream,”  and  “The  Rainbow  Connection.” 
Born  and  raised  in  Manhattan,  Peter  Cincotti  started  tinkering  on  a toy  piano  his 
grandmother  gave  him  at  age  three,  then  graduated  to  the  real  thing  about  a year  later. 
At  the  age  of  nine,  he  began  composing  and,  in  his  mid-teens,  took  up  singing.  Peter 
soon  became  a quadruple  threat:  pianist,  singer,  composer,  and  arranger.  Over  the  next 
several  years  he  studied  with  jazz  piano  masters  such  as  Ellis  Marsalis,  James  Williams, 
Cliff  Korman,  LeeAnn  Ledgerwood,  and  Fred  Hersch.  While  still  in  high  school,  Peter 
played  in  jazz  clubs  throughout  Manhattan,  starred  in  the  off-Broadway  hit  Our  Sinatra, 
participated  in  the  National  Grammy  Band,  was  honored  in  the  John  Lennon  Song- 
writing Contest  for  his  “Big  Bad  Daddy,”  and  was  invited  to  perform  at  the  White 
House.  He  also  won  a coveted  award  at  the  Montreux  2000  Jazz  Festival  in  Switzer- 
land for  his  piano  rendition  of  Dizzy  Gillespie’s  “A  Night  in  Tunisia.”  This  week  Peter 
Cincotti  makes  his  Boston  Pops  debut.

Born  in  Siberia,  Tamara  Smirnova  joined  the  BSO  in 
1986  as  associate  concertmaster  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  and  concertmaster  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra.

Though  the  term  “gospel  music”  can  incorporate  many 
genres,  it  does  not  completely  characterize  the  musical 
style  in  which  Renese  E.  King’s  gifts  and  influences 
abound.  An  alumna  of  Boston’s  Berklee  College  of 
Music,  Ms.  King  is  a vocalist,  pianist,  choral  director, 
arranger,  and  percussionist.  She  has  toured  interna- 
tionally with  choral  and  orchestral  ensembles,  and 
has  performed  throughout  the  east  coast  and  abroad 
as  a piano  and  vocal  soloist  since  the  age  of  six,  two  years 
after  she  began  formal  piano  study  in  her  native  South  Lancaster,  Massa- 
chusetts. She  spent  three  years  as  a percussionist  with  the  Thayer  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  four  years  with  the  New  England  Youth  Ensemble  as  timpanist  on  both  United 
States  and  European  tours,  culminating  in  two  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall.  Ms. 
King  was  featured  vocalist  in  the  Thayer  Symphony  Orchestra’s  1999  premiere  “Eve- 
ning of  Gospel”  concert,  which  included  some  of  her  own  orchestrations.  In  2001  she 
was  featured  soloist  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on 
their  sixteen-city  Holiday  Tour  and  appeared  alongside  Peter  Jennings  in  the  Pops’ 
nationally  televised  July  4th  celebration.  She  has  also  appeared  on  multiple  occasions 
in  Boston  Pops  Holiday  and  Gospel  concerts  at  Symphony  Hall.  In  February  2002  Ms. 
King  was  presented  with  New  England  Conservatory’s  seventh  annual  Gospel  Music 
Award  and  directed  the  Conservatory’s  Millennium  Choir  in  a Gospel  Jubilee  2002 
performance  of  an  original  composition,  “Hang  on  to  Jesus.”  Renese  King  is  Associate 
Director  of  Music  and  Director  of  the  Re-Union  Choir  at  the  historic  Union  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Boston’s  South  End  as  well  as  acting  Minister  of  Music  for  the 
Roxbury  Seventh  Day  Adventist  Mission.  In  addition  to  holding  a full-time  position  at 
Berklee  College  of  Music,  she  frequently  appears  as  a guest  conductor  and  musician 
with  the  Boston  Community  Choir  and  other  area  groups.  In  all  of  her  musical  en- 
deavors, Ms.  King  continues  to  focus  on  conveying  the  unifying  and  uplifting  message 
at  the  heart  of  gospel  music.

including  Public  Affairs  Director,  Civil  Affairs  Officer,  and  Chief  of  Staff.  The  U.S. 
Senate  confirmed  his  appointment  to  flag  rank  in  1986.  A well-known  sports  broad- 
caster, he  was  the  “voice”  of  both  the  New  England  Patriots  and  the  Minnesota 
Vikings,  the  New  England  Whalers,  and  many  other  teams,  winning  several  awards  for 
his  work.

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On  Display  in  Symphony  Hall 

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases. 
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Keith  Lockhart 

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops, 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe , with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 

I. aureate  Conductor  following  Ins  retirement  in  Decem- 
hcT  1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
Residence  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 

Jr  Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 

vately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets , Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report , Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones , Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer’s  Stone , A. I. 
Artificial  Intelligence , The  Patriot , Angela’s  Ashes,  Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace, 
Stepmom,  Saving  Private  Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina,  Schindler’s  List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Far  and  Away,  JFK,  Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent , Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July , the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  February  2002  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Principal 
Pops  Guest  Conductor,  effective  with  the  spring  2002 
Boston  Pops  season.  With  this  appointment  Mr.  Hangen 
became  the  first  Principal  Pops  Guest  Conductor  in 
the  orchestra’s  117-year  history.  Since  his  debut  as  a 
Boston  Pops  guest  conductor  in  1979,  Mr.  Hangen 
has  led  the  orchestra  in  Symphony  Hall,  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade,  in  private  concerts,  and  on 
tour.  He  traveled  to  New  Orleans  as  cover  conductor  for 
Keith  Lockhart  for  the  Pops’  performance  in  the  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  Pregame 
Show.  In  his  new  role,  Mr.  Hangen  plays  a more  prominent  role  in  all  the  orchestra’s 
activities,  which  have  increased  dramatically  since  Keith  Lockhart’s  appointment.  Dur- 
ing the  2002  spring  season,  Mr.  Hangen  doubled  his  normal  guest  conducting  schedule 
with  the  Pops,  leading  fifteen  concerts.  Thoroughly  American  in  his  education  and 
training,  and  highly  experienced  in  both  symphonic  and  popular  literature,  Bruce 
Hangen  is  currently  Principal  Conductor  and  Artistic  Director  of  the  Indian  Hill  Sym- 
phony at  Indian  Hill  Arts,  the  Littleton,  Massachusetts-based  regional  center  for  music 
education  and  performance  now  celebrating  its  27th  season.  He  is  also  Artistic/General 
Director  of  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre  in  Maine,  a company  he  founded  in 
1995.  As  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Hangen  has  also  appeared  with  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic, Dallas  Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra,  Atlanta  Symphony,  Houston  Sym- 
phony, Baltimore  Symphony,  Utah  Symphony,  Kansas  City  Symphony,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  Orchestra  of  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Formerly  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Omaha 
Symphony  (1995-96),  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  that  orchestra’s  Music  Director  and  Con- 
ductor from  1984  to  1992  and  Artistic  Director  from  1992  to  1995.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  Omaha  Symphony  received  national  recognition  for  its  varied  and  innovative 
program  offerings  and  prominent  artistic  collaborations,  including  a “sister  orchestra” 
partnership  with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Shizuoka,  Japan,  Omaha’s  sister  city. 

Previously,  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Portland 
(Maine)  Symphony  (1976-86);  Music  Director  of  Denver’s  Arapahoe  Chamber  Or- 
chestra (1975-79);  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony  (1973-79);  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic,  now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra 
(1966-72);  and  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  (1997-99).  Mr.  Hangen 
maintains  a strong  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts,  demonstrated  by  his  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Hill  Symphony’s  innovative  Family  Concert  series  and  recent  guest 
conducting  appearances  with  the  orchestras  of  Oberlin  Conservatory,  Hartt  School 
of  Music,  and  Yale  University,  as  well  as  youth  orchestras  and  festivals  across  the 
country.  At  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre,  his  Young  Artist  Apprenticeship 
program  exposes  aspiring  performers  to  opera  production  and  institutional  leadership. 
Mr.  Hangen  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  University 
of  New  England  in  1981,  and  in  Omaha  was  the  recipient  of  the  ICAN  Foundation’s 
1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  Mr.  Hangen  was  a Conducting  Fellow  for  two  summers  at  the  Tangle- 
wood  Music  Center,  where  he  won  the  prize  for  Outstanding  Conducting  Fellow  in  1973.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 
More  Dolce  Please /,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician’s  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur

Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Hall  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  com- 
posed of  Boston  Sym- 
phony members.  After 

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

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the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

Dan  Higgins 

Dan  Higgins’  varied  talents  on  saxophone  and  wood- 
winds make  him  a sought-after  Los  Angeles  session 
musician  in  the  film,  television,  and  record  industry. 
Dan  has  recorded  with  such  noted  artists  as  Frank 
Sinatra,  Barbra  Streisand,  Phil  Collins,  Cher,  Randy 
Newman,  Natalie  Cole,  Barry  Manilow,  Linda  Ron- 
stadt,  Whitney  Houston,  Christina  Aguilera,  and 
Bette  Midler.  A graduate  of  the  University  of  North 
Texas,  Dan  Higgins  has  worked  on  over  300  motion  picture 
scores  and  is  a featured  saxophone  soloist  in  the  scores  to  Catch  Me  If  You 
Can , Awakenings,  Benny  and  Joon , What  Women  Want , A Bug’s  Life , and  Sleepless 
in  Seattle.

Nancy  Wilson 

Nancy  Wilson  blurs  the  line  between  jazz  singer  and 
pop  singer,  preferring  to  be  called  a “song  stylist.”  Al- 
though younger  than  Elvis,  Little  Richard,  and  Esther 
Phillips  and  only  a year  older  than  Etta  James  and 
Tina  Turner,  she  is  worlds  away,  stylistically  speaking, 
from  these  rhythm-rocking  contemporaries.  With  a 
style  more  like  earlier  vocalists  such  as  Nat  King 
Cole,  Sarah  Vaughan,  or  Billy  Eckstine,  she  is  at  the 
same  time  more  modern.  At  age  fifteen,  Nancy  Wilson  won 
a talent  show  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  prize  was  her  own  twice-a-week  tele- 
vision show,  Skyline  Melodies.  A member  of  Rusty  Bryant’s  band  at  the  Carolyn  Club, 
she  also  sat  in  with  any  other  club  band  that  would  let  her.  One  night  she  so  impressed 
Cannonball  Adderley  that  he  told  her  to  look  him  up  if  she  ever  came  to  New  York.  In 
1959,  the  ambitious  young  singer  did  just  that,  which  then  led  to  her  meeting  longtime 
manager  John  Levy  and  signing  with  Capitol  Records.  An  early  single,  1961’s  “Guess 
Who  I Saw  Today,”  became  a staple  on  jazz  radio  and  in  black  juke  box  locations 
throughout  urban  America.  An  album  with  her  discoverer,  Nancy  Wilson/Cannonball 
Adderley,  further  raised  her  jazz  profile  in  1962  and  provided  her  with  a second  juke 
box  hit,  “Save  Your  Love  For  Me.”  She  has  also  paid  tribute  to  her  idol,  Little  Jimmy 
Scott,  with  a much-loved  version  of  “When  Did  You  Leave  Heaven.”  Her  highest- 
charting  Capitol  singles  were  the  Grammy-winning  “(You  Don’t  Know)  How  Glad  I 
Am”  (1964)  and  “You’re  As  Right  As  Rain”  (1974).  The  two  albums  that  made  Nancy 
Wilson  a household  name  were  Broadway  My  Way  and  Hollywood  My  Way.  Both 
albums  came  out  in  1963  and  are  part  of  an  extraordinary  output  of  37  original  al- 
bums total  in  her  20  years  with  the  label.  After  countless  television  guest  appearances,

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NBC  gave  Nancy  her  own  network  series,  The  Nancy  Wilson  Show , for  which  she 
won  an  Emmy  award  for  the  1967-68  season.  She  also  performed  on  shows  like  The 
Andy  Williams  Show , The  Carol  Burnett  Show , and  The  Flip  Wilson  Show,  and  made 
occasional  guest-acting  appearances  on  television.  After  years  with  Capitol,  during 
which  she  was  the  label’s  chief  moneymaker  outside  of  the  Beatles,  Nancy  Wilson 
decided  to  make  a fresh  start  and  moved  over  to  Columbia.  Despite  her  usual  high  aes- 
thetic standards,  she  found  it  impossible  to  compete,  sales-wise,  with  increasingly  teen- 
oriented  acts.  One  of  her  more  interesting  albums  from  this  period  came  about  in 
1991,  when  pop  singer  Barry  Manilow  was  given  a sheath  full  of  lyrics  written  by  the 
late  Johnny  Mercer  which  the  great  songwriter  had  never  put  to  music.  Manilow 
added  melodies  and  chose  Nancy  to  sing  the  resultant  songs.  When  the  NPR  radio  net- 
work was  looking  for  an  articulate  voice  with  both  name  value  and  jazz  credibility  to 
host  their  series,  Jazz  Profiles,  Nancy  was  the  obvious  choice.  Not  only  does  she  know 
the  music,  but  she  knows  the  artists  personally.  Recently,  Nancy  has  begun  to  talk 
about  giving  up  the  road  and  retiring  to  spend  more  time  with  her  family  and  her 
grandchildren.  Her  fans  will  miss  her,  but  with  over  60  albums’  worth  of  material,  her 
fans  have  plenty  of  listening  and  plenty  of  memories.  With  all  that  Nancy  Wilson  has 
given  to  the  world  of  music,  she’s  entitled.  Nancy  Wilson  has  appeared  in  the 
Tanglewood  Jazz  Festival,  most  recently  in  2001,  and  is  the  featured  vocalist  on  the 
John  Williams/Boston  Pops  Orchestra  recording  It  Don't  Mean  a Thing  If  It  Ain't  Got 
That  Swing. 


Cathy  Basrak 

Cathy  Basrak  is  assistant  principal  viola  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  principal  viola  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra;  she  joined  the  BSO  at  the  start  of  the 
2000-01  season.  A native  of  the  Chicago  area,  Ms. 
Basrak  graduated  from  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
in  the  spring  of  2000.  She  has  performed  with  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  the  Brandenburg  Ensemble, 
and  Boston’s  Metamorphosen  Ensemble,  and  has 
appeared  as  soloist  with  the  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  the  Detroit  Symphony  Orchestra.  Ms.  Basrak  has  won  numerous  awards, 
including  grand  prize  in  the  General  Motors/Seventeen  Magazine  National  Concerto 
Competition,  first  prize  in  the  Irving  M.  Klein  International  String  Competition,  and 
second  prize  in  the  International  Music  Competition  of  the  ARD  in  Munich.

Renese  E.  King 

Though  the  term  “gospel  music”  can  incorporate  many 
genres,  it  does  not  completely  characterize  the  musical 
W \ style  in  which  Renese  E.  King’s  gifts  and  influences 
■ abound.  An  alumna  of  Boston’s  Berklee  College  of 
Music,  Ms.  King  is  a vocalist,  pianist,  choral  director, 
arranger,  and  percussionist.  She  has  toured  interna- 
tionally with  choral  and  orchestral  ensembles,  and 
has  performed  throughout  the  east  coast  and  abroad 
as  a piano  and  vocal  soloist  since  the  age  of  six,  two  years 
after  she  began  formal  piano  study  in  her  native  South  Lancaster,  Massa- 
chusetts.

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Brigadier  General  John  Carlson 
Army  of  the  United  States, 
Retired 


General  Carlson,  who  first  appeared  with  the  Boston 
Pops  last  year,  retired  as  Massachusetts  Assistant 
Adjutant  General  after  eight  years  in  the  post  and 
nearly  44  years  of  service.  He  was  commissioned 
after  graduation  from  Field  Artillery  Officer  Can- 
didate School  at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  where  he  is 
now  a member  of  the  Hall  of  Fame.  The  general  also  graduated  from 
Air  Defense  Artillery  School,  Engineer  School,  Defense  Information  School,  Command 
and  General  Staff  College,  Industrial  College  of  the  Armed  Forces,  Army  War  College, 
and  National  Defense  University.  General  Carlson  began  his  military  career  when  he 
enlisted  in  his  hometown  National  Guard  unit;  nine  years  later  he  became  its  comman- 
der. After  commanding  artillery  and  engineer  units,  the  general  served  in  various  posi- 
tions, including  Public  Affairs  Director,  Civil  Affairs  Officer,  and  Chief  of  Staff.  The 
U.S.  Senate  confirmed  his  appointment  to  flag  rank  in  1986.  A well-known  sports 
broadcaster,  he  was  the  “voice”  of  both  the  New  England  Patriots  and  the  Minnesota 
Vikings,  the  New  England  Whalers,  and  many  other  teams,  winning  several  awards  for 
his  work.  Also  honored  for  his  writing  skills,  he  now  writes  a local  newspaper  column, 
“A  General  Idea.”  An  honors  graduate  of  Curry  College  (Milton,  Massachusetts),  the 
general  holds  a bachelor’s  degree  in  Communication.  He  is  Vice  President  of  the  Mili- 
tary Historical  Society  of  Massachusetts,  and  Past  President  of  the  Armed  Services 
YMCA,  and  Freedoms  Foundation,  Bay  State  Chapter.  In  May  2003,  at  a ceremony  in 
New  York  City,  he  was  presented  the  Gold  Medal  of  Merit  of  the  Republic  of  Poland, 
his  second  foreign  decoration,  for  service  to  that  nation.

New  York  Voices 

New  York  Voices  is  the  Grammy  Award-winning 
vocal  ensemble  renowned  for  its  excellence  in 
jazz  and  the  art  of  group  singing.  Like  the  great 
groups  that  have  come  before — such  as  Lambert, 
Hendricks  and  Ross,  Singers  Unlimited,  Man- 
hattan Transfer,  and  Take  6 — they  have  learned 
from  the  best  and  taken  the  art  form  to  new 
levels.  Their  interests  are  rooted  in  jazz,  but 
often  Brazilian,  R&B,  classical,  and  pop 
influences  are  included  with  equal  creativity 
and  authenticity.  The  group  was  formed  in  1987 
by  Darmon  Meader,  Peter  Eldridge,  Kim  Nazarian,  and  Caprice 
Fox  (all  Ithaca  College  alumni  who  were  part  of  a group  that  toured  the  European 
jazz  festivals  in  the  summer  of  1986),  plus  Sara  Krieger.  In  1989  they  signed  with  GRP 
Records  and  released  their  self-titled  debut  album.  The  group  quickly  earned  domestic 
and  international  recognition  in  the  jazz  world.  From  1989  to  1994  they  released  four 
compact  discs  on  the  GRP  label:  New  York  Voices,  Hearts  of  Fire,  What’s  Inside,  and 
Collection.  During  this  period  the  group  underwent  personnel  changes.  In  1992  Sara 
Krieger  left  the  group  and  was  replaced  by  Lauren  Kinhan,  whose  first  musical  contri- 
butions can  be  heard  on  NYV’s  third  release,  What’s  Inside  (May  1993).  The  depar- 
ture of  Caprice  Fox  in  early  1994  established  NYV  in  its  current  quartet  format.  In 
addition  to  recording  their  own  CDs,  NYV  has  made  many  guest  appearances  on 
recordings  and  in  live  performances  in  a variety  of  musical  settings.  They  can  be  heard 
on  the  Grammy-winning  collaboration  Count  Basie  Orchestra  with  New  York  Voices, 
Live  at  Manchester  Craftsmen’s  Guild  (MCG  Records),  the  contemporary  classical  The 
Ancient  Tower  (Robert  Lepley-EarthBeat  Records),  Sketches  of  James  (Koch  Jazz), 

A Love  Affair — The  Music  of  Ivan  Lins  (Telarc),  Heirs  to  Jobim  (BMG  Records),  Don 
Sebesky’s  I Remember  Bill  (BMG),  Jim  Hall’s  By  Arrangement  (Telarc),  Irving  Berlin’s 
Louisiana  Purchase  (DRG),  and  many  more.  They  have  performed  with  a number  of 
influential  jazz  artists,  among  them  Ray  Brown,  Bobby  McFerrin,  Nancy  Wilson,  and 
George  Benson.  In  early  1997  NYV  signed  with  RCA  Victor  and  moved  in  a new 
direction  with  New  York  Voices  Sing  the  Songs  of  Paul  Simon,  paying  tribute  to  a con- 
temporary composer  with  new  turns  on  his  popular  songbook.  In  late  2000,  under  a 
new  contract  with  Concord  Records,  New  York  Voices  released  Sing!  Sing!  Sing!  This 
collection  of  beloved  classics  of  the  big  band  era  includes  “In  a Mellow  Tone,”  “Cloud- 
burst,” “Stardust,”  “Hallelujah,  I Love  Her  So,”  and  the  title  track.  In  addition  to 
maintaining  a busy  performance  and  recording  schedule,  the  group  works  in  the  field 
of  education,  giving  workshops  and  clinics  to  high  school  and  college  music  students. 
Individually,  the  four  members  are  involved  in  a variety  of  projects,  including  solo  per- 
formances and  recordings,  teaching,  writing,  and  arranging.  New  York  Voices  first 
appeared  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  May  2002,  a perfor- 
mance taped  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops.

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases.

\ hi  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
1 1 conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
1 ing  in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
1 the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops , 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe , with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  Decem- 
ber 1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 
Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 
vately with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets,  Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report,  Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones,  Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer’s  Stone,  A.l. 
Artificial  Intelligence,  The  Patriot,  Angela’s  Ashes,  Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace, 
Stepmom,  Saving  Private  Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina,  Schindler’s  List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Far  and  Away,  JFK , Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  February  2002  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Principal 
Pops  Guest  Conductor,  effective  with  the  spring  2002 
Boston  Pops  season.  With  this  appointment  Mr.  Hangen 
became  the  first  Principal  Pops  Guest  Conductor  in 
the  orchestra’s  117-year  history.  Since  his  debut  as  a 
Boston  Pops  guest  conductor  in  1979,  Mr.  Hangen 
has  led  the  orchestra  in  Symphony  Hall,  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade,  in  private  concerts,  and  on 
tour.  He  traveled  to  New  Orleans  as  cover  conductor  for 
Keith  Lockhart  for  the  Pops’  performance  in  the  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  Pregame 
Show.  In  his  new  role,  Mr.  Hangen  plays  a more  prominent  role  in  all  the  orchestra’s 
activities,  which  have  increased  dramatically  since  Keith  Lockhart’s  appointment.  Dur- 
ing the  2002  spring  season,  Mr.  Hangen  doubled  his  normal  guest  conducting  schedule 
with  the  Pops,  leading  fifteen  concerts.  Thoroughly  American  in  his  education  and 
training,  and  highly  experienced  in  both  symphonic  and  popular  literature,  Bruce 
Hangen  is  currently  Principal  Conductor  and  Artistic  Director  of  the  Indian  Hill  Sym- 
phony at  Indian  Hill  Arts,  the  Littleton,  Massachusetts-based  regional  center  for  music 
education  and  performance  now  celebrating  its  27th  season.  He  is  also  Artistic/General 
Director  of  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre  in  Maine,  a company  he  founded  in 
1995.  As  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Hangen  has  also  appeared  with  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic, Dallas  Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra,  Atlanta  Symphony,  Houston  Sym- 
phony, Baltimore  Symphony,  Utah  Symphony,  Kansas  City  Symphony,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  Orchestra  of  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Formerly  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Omaha 
Symphony  (1995-96),  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  that  orchestra’s  Music  Director  and  Con- 
ductor from  1984  to  1992  and  Artistic  Director  from  1992  to  1995.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  Omaha  Symphony  received  national  recognition  for  its  varied  and  innovative 
program  offerings  and  prominent  artistic  collaborations,  including  a “sister  orchestra” 
partnership  with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Shizuoka,  Japan,  Omaha’s  sister  city. 

Previously,  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Portland 
(Maine)  Symphony  (1976-86);  Music  Director  of  Denver’s  Arapahoe  Chamber  Or- 
chestra (1975-79);  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony  (1973-79);  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic,  now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra 
(1966-72);  and  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  (1997-99).  Mr.  Hangen 
maintains  a strong  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts,  demonstrated  by  his  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Hill  Symphony’s  innovative  Family  Concert  series  and  recent  guest 
conducting  appearances  with  the  orchestras  of  Oberlin  Conservatory,  Hartt  School 
of  Music,  and  Yale  University,  as  well  as  youth  orchestras  and  festivals  across  the 
country.  At  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre,  his  Young  Artist  Apprenticeship 
program  exposes  aspiring  performers  to  opera  production  and  institutional  leadership. 
Mr.  Hangen  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  University 
of  New  England  in  1981,  and  in  Omaha  was  the  recipient  of  the  ICAN  Foundation’s 
1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  Mr.  Hangen  was  a Conducting  Fellow  for  two  summers  at  the  Tangle- 
wood  Music  Center,  where  he  won  the  prize  for  Outstanding  Conducting  Fellow  in  1973.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 

More  Dolce  Please!,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops , and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time : A Musicians  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. ..  there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

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A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur 
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Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Hall  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  com- 
posed of  Boston  Sym- 
phony members.  After 

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

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the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

Michael  Chertock 

Michael  Chertock’s  numerous  orchestral  appearances 
include  concerto  performances  with  l’Orchestre  Sym- 
phonique  du  Montreal,  the  Boston  Pops,  the  Toronto 
Symphony,  the  Baltimore  Symphony,  the  Naples  Phil- 
harmonic, the  Detroit  Symphony,  the  Utah  Symphony, 
and  the  Indianapolis  Symphony.  He  made  his  Car- 
negie Hall  debut  in  1999  with  the  Cincinnati  Pops 
Orchestra,  performing  Duke  Ellington’s  New  World 
A’Comin’.  In  August  2001  he  made  his  debut  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Orchestra,  and  he  performed  Tchaikovsky’s  Piano  Concerto  No.  1 at 
the  Ravinia  Festival  in  September  2002.  This  year  he  performed  Olivier  Messiaen’s 
Turangalila-Symphonie  with  the  Aspen  Festival  Orchestra  under  the  direction  of  James 
Conlon,  and  also  with  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra,  to  rave  reviews.  Mr.  Cher- 
tock has  toured  Asia  with  Keith  Fockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra 
and  with  Erich  Kunzel  and  the  Cincinnati  Pops  Orchestra.  In  1999  Mr.  Chertock  made 
his  conducting  debut  with  the  Cincinnati  Ballet  in  performances  of  The  Nutcracker.  In 
1994  he  released  Cinematic  Piano , his  first  compact  disc  on  the  Telarc  label,  a collec- 
tion of  piano  music  from  the  movies.  The  recording  has  sold  more  than  30,000  units 
worldwide.  In  1997  Telarc  released  his  second  recording,  Palace  of  the  Winds , which 
features  music  from  movies  such  as  Shine,  The  English  Patient , and  Immortal  Beloved. 
He  has  also  recorded  Christmas  at  the  Movies  and  Love  At  the  Movies , an  album  of 
songs  from  classic  romantic  films.  Michael  Chertock  was  recently  named  conductor  of 
the  Blue  Ash  Symphony  in  suburban  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  his  first  professional  conducting 
appointment.  Among  Mr.  Chertock’s  notable  performances  are  the  1991  Cincinnati 
premiere  of  Liszt’s  Third  Piano  Concerto,  the  Boston  premiere  of  the  Leroy  Anderson 
Piano  Concerto  in  1993  under  the  direction  of  Erich  Kunzel,  and  the  Cincinnati  pre- 
miere of  the  Lutosfawski  Piano  Concerto  in  1996.

At  17,  he  performed  Rachmaninoff’s  Piano  Concerto  No.  3 with  Andrew  Litton  and 
the  Arlington  Symphony  Orchestra.  He  holds  a master’s  degree  from  the  University  of 
Cincinnati  College-Conservatory  of  Music,  where  he  studied  with  Frank  Weinstock. 

He  has  garnered  numerous  awards  at  major  competitions,  among  them  the  top  prize  in 
the  1989  Joanna  Hodges  International  Piano  Competition  (Brahms  Division)  and  the 
grand  prize  in  the  1993  St.  Charles  International  Piano  Competition.  He  also  shared 
the  silver  medal  in  the  1991  World  Piano  Competition  of  the  American  Music  Scholar- 
ship Association.  He  received  the  Rildia  B.  O’Bryon  Cliburn  Scholarship  in  1986.  A 
resident  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Michael  Chertock  is  a regular  performer  at  the  Ravinia 
Festival  in  Chicago,  Blossom  Music  Center  in  Cleveland,  and  the  Grand  Tetons  Music 
Festival  in  Wyoming. 


Linda  Eder 

After  starring  in  the  Broadway  smash  Jekyll  & Hyde, 
selling  out  concert  halls  around  the  country  to  stunning 
reviews,  and  recording  six  solo  records  of  her  own, 
Linda  Eder  has  recorded  Broadway  My  Way , a collec- 
tion of  her  favorite  songs  from  musicals.  The  album 
was  released  on  Atlantic  Records  in  February  2003 
and  coincided  with  a return  engagement  at  Carnegie 
Hall.  Linda  Eder  knew  she  wanted  to  be  a singer  by 
the  time  she  was  eight.  She  came  to  regard  Judy  Garland, 
Barbra  Streisand,  and  Eileen  Farrell  as  her  early  teachers.  Her  first  true 
national  exposure  was  via  Starsearch,  where  she  had  an  unprecedented  thirteen  weeks 
of  success.  It  was  also  through  Starsearch  that  Linda  first  met  her  husband-to-be,  com- 
poser Frank  Wildhorn  (Jekyll  & Hyde,  The  Scarlet  Pimpernel,  The  Civil  War , and  the 
upcoming  Camille  Claudel),  who  was  then  in  the  planning  stages  for  the  theater  ver- 
sion of  Jekyll  & Hyde.  In  1990  the  show  premiered  in  Houston,  with  Linda  perform- 
ing the  pivotal  role  of  Lucy.  The  show  went  on  a 35-city  tour  before  opening  on 
Broadway  in  1997.  Linda’s  performance  earned  her  the  Theatre  World  Award  for  Best 
Broadway  Debut  as  well  as  Drama  Desk  and  Outer  Critics  Circle  Award  nominations 
for  Best  Actress  in  a Musical.  After  leaving  Jekyll  & Hyde,  Linda  performed  two  sold- 
out  concerts  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  recorded  five  albums.  She  can  also  be  heard  on  the 
original  Broadway  cast  album  for  Jekyll  & Hyde,  and  the  original  concept  albums  for 
The  Scarlet  Pimpernel  and  The  Civil  War.  Broadway  My  Way  closes  with  “Gold,”  a 
song  featured  in  the  musical  Camille  Claudel,  scheduled  to  open  on  Broadway  with 
Linda  in  the  starring  role  late  in  2003.

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Christopher  Wilkins 

At  the  close  of  the  2001-2002  season,  Christopher 
Wilkins  was  named  Music  Director  Emeritus  for  life  by 
the  San  Antonio  Symphony.  He  received  that  title  after 
serving  ten  seasons  as  music  director  of  that  orchestra 
through  the  2000-2001  season,  and  one  season  as 
music  advisor.  As  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Wilkins  has 
appeared  with  such  leading  American  orchestras  as 
Chicago,  San  Francisco,  Pittsburgh,  Houston,  Detroit, 
Cincinnati,  and  Indianapolis.  Overseas,  he  has  appeared  with 
orchestras  in  Germany,  Russia,  Spain,  New  Zealand,  and  throughout  the 
Americas.  He  was  recently  named  by  Placido  Domingo  as  a Resident  Conductor  of  the 
Youth  Orchestra  of  the  Americas,  an  ensemble  of  young  people  from  North,  Central, 
and  South  America.  Together  they  toured  throughout  these  areas  in  the  summer  of 
2002.  In  1992  Mr.  Wilkins  was  named  winner  of  the  Seaver/NEA  Award,  which  iden- 
tifies exceptionally  talented  American  conductors  in  the  early  stages  of  major  careers. 
During  his  tenure  in  San  Antonio,  the  orchestra  made  extraordinary  gains  on  every 
front,  receiving  six  programming  awards  from  ASCAP,  including  the  first  Morton 
Gould  Award  for  creative  programming.  Mr.  Wilkins  has  recorded  works  related  to 
Texas  and  Mexican  history  (National  Public  Radio  Classics)  and  previously  made  a 
recording  with  Michael  Martin  Murphey  (Warner  Brothers).  From  1989  to  1996 
Christopher  Wilkins  served  as  music  director  of  the  Colorado  Springs  Symphony,  later 
serving  as  music  advisor.  A passionate  advocate  of  Latin  American  repertoire  and  artists, 
he  initiated  a 1992  joint  effort  with  San  Antonio’s  Guadalupe  Cultural  Arts  Center  to 
create  new  works  in  music  and  dance  based  on  the  cultural  traditions  of  South  Texas 
and  the  border  regions.  He  was  associate  conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  from  1986 
to  1989,  assisting  his  former  teacher  (and  former  Boston  Symphony  concertmaster) 
Joseph  Silverstein.  As  assistant  conductor  of  the  Cleveland  Orchestra  from  1983  to 
1986,  Mr.  Wilkins  worked  with  Christoph  von  Dohnanyi  in  opera  productions  in 
Cleveland  and  Brussels  and  also  prepared  a prize-winning  PBS  program  for  young  peo- 
ple. A 1982  Conducting  Fellow  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center,  Christopher  Wilkins 
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was  appointed  the  first  Exxon  conducting  assistant  with  the  Oregon  Symphony  that 
year.  Born  in  Boston,  he  is  a 1978  graduate  of  Harvard  College,  where  he  was  music 
director  of  the  Bach  Society  Orchestra.  As  an  oboist  he  performed  with  numerous 
ensembles  in  the  Boston  area.  He  studied  at  Yale  University  with  Otto-Werner  Mueller, 
receiving  his  master’s  degree  in  1981.  In  1979-80  he  attended  the  Hochschule  der 
Kiinste  in  West  Berlin  as  a recipient  of  the  John  Knowles  Paine  Traveling  Fellowship, 
awarded  by  the  Harvard  Music  Department.  Christopher  Wilkins  makes  his  Boston 
Pops  debut  this  evening,  having  twice  conducted  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth 
Concerts. 


Brian  Zeger 

Pianist  Brian  Zeger  has  built  an  important  career  not 
only  as  a solo  pianist,  but  also  as  a noted  ensemble  per- 
former, artistic  administrator,  and  educator.  He  has 
appeared  in  distinguished  concert  venues  all  over  the 
United  States  and  Europe,  including  Carnegie  Hall 
and  Lincoln  Center’s  Alice  Tully  Hall  in  New  York, 
London’s  Barbican  Centre,  the  Theatre  des  Champs 
Elysees  in  Paris,  the  Palau  de  la  Musica  and  Liceu 
in  Barcelona,  and  the  Deutsche  Oper  in  Berlin.  Mr.  Zeger 
has  collaborated  with  such  artists  as  violinist  Itzhak  Perlman,  flutist  James 
Galway,  actress  Claire  Bloom,  and  song  recitalists  Marilyn  Horne,  Kathleen  Battle, 
and  Arleen  Auger.  Engagements  for  the  2002-2003  season  include  recitals  with  vocal- 
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ists  Deborah  Voigt,  Susan  Graham,  and  Jerry  Hadley.  In  1993  he  was  appointed  to  the 
artistic  directorship  of  the  Cape  and  Islands  Chamber  Music  Festival,  headquartered 
on  Cape  Cod  and  now  entering  its  twenty-third  season.  His  performances  at  the  festi- 
val have  included  collaborations  with  the  Borromeo  and  Brentano  Quartets  as  well  as 
Bernard  Greenhouse,  Glenn  Dicterow,  Eugene  Drucker,  and  Paula  Robison.  He  has 
also  been  a regular  guest  at  the  Aspen,  Ravinia,  Caramoor,  Aldeburgh,  and  Santa  Fe 
festivals.  He  has  been  on  the  faculty  of  the  Music  Academy  of  the  West  in  Santa  Bar- 
bara, the  Chautauqua  Institute,  and  the  Steans  Institute  at  the  Ravinia  Festival.  Mr. 
Zeger  holds  degrees  from  Harvard  College,  the  Juilliard  School,  and  the  Manhattan 
School  of  Music.  He  is  currently  on  the  faculty  of  the  Juilliard  School  in  the  Accom- 
panying and  Vocal  Arts  Departments  as  well  as  the  Mannes  College  of  Music.  He  has 
also  taught  at  the  Peabody  Conservatory  and  the  Guildhall  School  of  Music  in  Lon- 
don. His  own  teachers  have  included  Morris  Borenstein,  Sascha  Gorodnitzki,  and  Nina 
Svetlanova.  Some  of  his  critical  essays  and  other  writings  have  appeared  in  Opera 
News,  The  Yale  Review,  and  Chamber  Music  magazine.  He  has  appeared  frequently 
on  the  Texaco  Metropolitan  Opera  radio  broadcasts  both  on  the  opera  quiz  and  as 
intermission  host  and  performer.  He  has  adjudicated  the  Metropolitan  Opera  National 
Council  Auditions,  the  Concert  Artists  Guild  auditions,  and  the  Joy  of  Singing  compe- 
tition. His  recordings  may  be  heard  on  the  New  World  and  Naxos  record  labels. 


Deval  L.  Patrick 

Deval  L.  Patrick  is  Executive  Vice  President,  General 
Counsel,  and  Corporate  Secretary  of  the  Coca-Cola 
Company.  He  was  elected  to  the  first  two  positions  in 
April  2001  and  was  elected  Corporate  Secretary  in 
October  2002.  A native  of  Chicago,  Mr.  Patrick  grad- 
uated cum  laude  from  Harvard  College  and  earned  a 
law  degree  from  Harvard  Law  School.  Following 
law  school,  Mr.  Patrick  served  as  law  clerk  to  the 
Honorable  Judge  Steven  Reinhardt  of  the  United  States 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit.  He  then  started  law  practice  with  the 
NAACP  Legal  Defense  and  Education  Fund  in  1983  as  a staff  attorney  in  New  York 
City.  In  1986,  he  joined  the  law  firm  of  Hill  & Barlow  in  Boston,  becoming  a full  part- 
ner in  1990.  In  1994,  Mr.  Patrick  was  appointed  by  President  Clinton  to  the  post  of 
Assistant  Attorney  General  in  charge  of  the  Civil  Rights  Division  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Justice  in  Washington,  D.C.,  where  he  was  responsible  for  enforcing 
federal  laws  prohibiting  discrimination.  In  1997,  Mr.  Patrick  returned  to  private  prac- 
tice with  the  Boston  law  firm  of  Day,  Berry  & Howard.  That  same  year,  he  was 
appointed  by  a Federal  District  Court  to  serve  as  the  first  chairperson  of  Texaco’s 
Equality  and  Fairness  Task  Force.  In  February  1999,  Mr.  Patrick  joined  Texaco  as  Vice 
President  and  General  Counsel  and  also  served  on  Texaco’s  Executive  Council.  Mr. 
Patrick  is  a Director  of  Reebok  International  Ltd.,  Coca-Cola  Enterprises,  Inc.,  and  A 
Better  Chance  Inc.;  a Trustee  of  the  Ford  Foundation;  and  a member  of  the  Boards  of 
Overseers  of  Harvard  University  and  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston.  He  is  also 
the  recipient  of  seven  honorary  doctorate  of  law  degrees.

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Michael  Hawley 

Michael  Hawley  has  spent  virtually  all  his  eclectic  adult 
life  as  a student  or  teacher  at  MIT.  Before  his  arrival, 
Michael  studied  at  Yale  (receiving  degrees  in  music  and 
electrical  engineering),  and  worked  at  Bell  Labs  in 
Murray  Hill;  at  IRCAM  in  Paris  (computer  music 
research  under  Pierre  Boulez);  at  Lucasfilm  in  San 
Rafael  (a  pioneer  in  digital  cinema);  and  at  NeXT, 
where  he  worked  with  Steve  Jobs  on  the  world’s  first 
digital  books.  Since  1986  Michael’s  life  and  that  of  the 
Media  Lab  have  been  deeply  interwoven.  After  completing  his  PhD 
under  Marvin  Minsky,  and  working  closely  with  Andy  Lippman  and  Nicholas  Negro- 
ponte,  he  joined  the  faculty  in  1993  in  Electrical  Engineering  and  Computer  Science, 
working  with  Michael  Dertouzos.  In  1995  he  moved  back  to  the  Media  Lab  and 
became  a professor  of  Media  Technology,  holding  a special  chair  given  by  Alex  W. 
Dreyfoos,  ’54,  with  whom  he  shares  a love  of  music  and  photography.  Michael’s 
research  explored  interfaces  and  connections  between  everyday  people  and  the  emerg- 
ing digital  world.  He  founded  or  co-founded  creative  technology  research  thrusts  like 
Things  That  Think,  Toys  of  Tomorrow,  and  Counter  Intelligence  (on  technology  in  the 
kitchen).  Currently  MIT’s  Director  of  Special  Projects,  Hawley  has  established  a new 
program  of  MIT  Expeditions  that  has  collaborated  with  National  Geographic,  the 
Explorer’s  Club,  Woods  Hole  Oceanographic  Institution,  and  others.  His  student 
teams  have  tackled  Mount  Everest  (twice),  geology  in  Greenland,  skiing  in  Iceland  and 
Norway,  plant  ecology  in  Hawaii,  and  most  recently,  digital  photography  in  Bhutan. 

But  tonight  Michael  Hawley  appears  as  a musician.  When  he  was  five,  the  Hawley 
family  got  a rosewood  Knabe  baby  grand  piano.  After  just  four  lessons,  however, 
Michael’s  teacher  quit,  suggesting  he  try  football.  He  played  both  football  and  soccer 
before  getting  serious  again  about  music  in  high  school,  and  encountered  John  Quinn, 
who  taught  him  organ  and  piano.  At  sixteen,  he  heard  Earl  Wild  in  a three-hour  all- 
Liszt  recital  playing  a nine-foot  long  concert  grand  piano.  Hawley  had  some  coaching 
with  Wild  on  the  Liszt  concerti.  As  a Yale  freshman,  he  was  given  a music  scholarship 
and  studied  all  four  years  with  Ward  Davenny,  but  also  reaped  the  benefits  of  Yale’s 
School  of  Music:  theory  with  Allen  Forte  and  David  Lewin;  composition  with  Maury 
Yeston;  chamber  music  with  Claude  Frank,  Syoko  Aki,  Aldo  Parisot,  and  Keith 
Richards;  voice  with  Ben  de  Loache.  As  a graduate  student  at  MIT,  he  studied  with 
David  Deveau,  and  his  PhD  involved  music,  as  well  as  machine  listening.  At  one  point, 
he  wired  a Bosendorfer  Imperial  concert  grand  piano  to  a digital  orchestra  of  comput- 
ers and  synthesizers  and  produced  some  ultra-virtuoso  piano  performances.  Hawley 
gave  up  piano  when  he  joined  the  faculty,  but  got  back  to  it  again  a few  years  ago.  He 
entered  the  Van  Cliburn  International  Piano  Competition  for  Outstanding  Amateurs, 
becoming  a finalist  in  2000  and  a gold  medal  winner  in  2002.  He  also  received  prizes 
from  the  press  jury  and  awards  for  most  creative  programming.  In  December  2002, 
with  generous  support  from  the  Council  for  the  Arts  at  MIT,  Hawley  made  his  Jordan 
Hall  debut  in  Boston,  performing  music  of  Liszt,  Godowsky,  Rachmaninoff,  and  his 
own  arrangement  of  the  symphonic  dances  from  Leonard  Bernstein’s  West  Side  Story. 
In  between  teaching  at  MIT,  fieldwork  in  Bhutan  and  Cambodia,  and  lectures  all  over 
the  world,  Hawley  has  recently  given  concerts  in  Newport,  New  York,  Chicago,  Seattle, 
and  San  Francisco.

Walter  Piston  Society  member  john  w.  erwin  is  President  of  the  Fund  fo 
New  Performance/Video,  New  York,  and  Director  of  the  Prague-based 
Stories  Exchange  Project:  an  ongoing  experiment  in  using  the  arts  to  hel 
reconcile  ethnic  conflict  throughout  the  world.  His  books  include  Lyric 
Apocalypse , Annunciations  to  Anyone,  and  the  forthcoming  Emperors  Wal 
dedicated  to  his  newborn  granddaughter,  Iris  Helena.

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New  York  Voices 
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New  York  Voices  is  the  Grammy  Award-winning 
vocal  ensemble  renowned  for  its  excellence  in 
jazz  and  the  art  of  group  singing.  Like  the  great 
groups  that  have  come  before — such  as  Lambert, 
Hendricks  and  Ross,  Singers  Unlimited,  Man- 
hattan Transfer,  and  Take  6 — they  have  learned 
from  the  best  and  taken  the  art  form  to  new 
levels.  Their  interests  are  rooted  in  jazz,  but 
often  Brazilian,  R&B,  classical,  and  pop 
influences  are  included  with  equal  creativity 
and  authenticity.  The  group  was  formed  in  1987 
by  Darmon  Meader,  Peter  Eldridge,  Kim  Nazarian,  and  Caprice 
Fox  (all  Ithaca  College  alumni  who  were  part  of  a group  that  toured  the  European 
jazz  festivals  in  the  summer  of  1986),  plus  Sara  Krieger.  In  1989  they  signed  with  GRP 
Records  and  released  their  self-titled  debut  album.  The  group  quickly  earned  domestic 
and  international  recognition  in  the  jazz  world.  From  1989  to  1994  they  released  four 
compact  discs  on  the  GRP  label:  New  York  Voices,  Hearts  of  Fire,  What’s  Inside,  and 
Collection.  During  this  period  the  group  underwent  personnel  changes.  In  1992  Sara 
Krieger  left  the  group  and  was  replaced  by  Lauren  Kinhan,  whose  first  musical  contri- 
butions can  be  heard  on  NYV’s  third  release,  What’s  Inside  (May  1993).  The  depar- 
ture of  Caprice  Fox  in  early  1994  established  NYV  in  its  current  quartet  format.  In 
addition  to  recording  their  own  CDs,  NYV  has  made  many  guest  appearances  on 
recordings  and  in  live  performances  in  a variety  of  musical  settings.  They  can  be  heard 
on  the  Grammy-winning  collaboration  Count  Basie  Orchestra  with  New  York  Voices, 
Live  at  Manchester  Craftsmen’s  Guild  (MCG  Records),  the  contemporary  classical  The 
Ancient  Tower  (Robert  Lepley-EarthBeat  Records),  Sketches  of  James  (Koch  Jazz), 

A Love  Affair — The  Music  of  Ivan  Lins  (Telarc),  Heirs  to  Jobim  (BMG  Records),  Don 
Sebesky’s  I Remember  Bill  (BMG),  Jim  Hall’s  By  Arrangement  (Telarc),  Irving  Berlin’s 
Louisiana  Purchase  (DRG),  and  many  more.  They  have  performed  with  a number  of 
influential  jazz  artists,  among  them  Ray  Brown,  Bobby  McFerrin,  Nancy  Wilson,  and 
George  Benson.  In  early  1997  NYV  signed  with  RCA  Victor  and  moved  in  a new 
direction  with  New  York  Voices  Sing  the  Songs  of  Paul  Simon,  paying  tribute  to  a con- 
temporary composer  with  new  turns  on  his  popular  songbook.  In  late  2000,  under  a 
new  contract  with  Concord  Records,  New  York  Voices  released  Sing!  Sing!  Sing!  This 
collection  of  beloved  classics  of  the  big  band  era  includes  “In  a Mellow  Tone,”  “Cloud- 
burst,” “Stardust,”  “Hallelujah,  I Love  Her  So,”  and  the  title  track.  In  addition  to 
maintaining  a busy  performance  and  recording  schedule,  the  group  works  in  the  field 
of  education,  giving  workshops  and  clinics  to  high  school  and  college  music  students. 
Individually,  the  four  members  are  involved  in  a variety  of  projects,  including  solo  per- 
formances and  recordings,  teaching,  writing,  and  arranging.  New  York  Voices  first 
appeared  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  May  2002,  a perfor- 
mance taped  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops.

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On  Display  in  Symphony  Hall 

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases. 
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Keith  Lockhart 

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops, 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe,  with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  Decem- 
ber 1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 
Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 
vately with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets,  Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report , Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones,  Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer's  Stone,  A.I. 
Artificial  Intelligence,  The  Patriot,  Angela’s  Ashes,  Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace, 
Stepmom,  Saving  Private  Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina,  Schindler’s  List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Far  and  Away,  JFK,  Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  February  2002  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Principal 
Pops  Guest  Conductor,  effective  with  the  spring  2002 
Boston  Pops  season.  With  this  appointment  Mr.  Hangen 
became  the  first  Principal  Pops  Guest  Conductor  in 
the  orchestra’s  117-year  history.  Since  his  debut  as  a 
Boston  Pops  guest  conductor  in  1979,  Mr.  Hangen 
has  led  the  orchestra  in  Symphony  Hall,  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade,  in  private  concerts,  and  on 
tour.  He  traveled  to  New  Orleans  as  cover  conductor  for 
Keith  Lockhart  for  the  Pops’  performance  in  the  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  Pregame 
Show.  In  his  new  role,  Mr.  Hangen  plays  a more  prominent  role  in  all  the  orchestra’s 
activities,  which  have  increased  dramatically  since  Keith  Lockhart’s  appointment.  Dur- 
ing the  2002  spring  season,  Mr.  Hangen  doubled  his  normal  guest  conducting  schedule 
with  the  Pops,  leading  fifteen  concerts.  Thoroughly  American  in  his  education  and 
training,  and  highly  experienced  in  both  symphonic  and  popular  literature,  Bruce 
Hangen  is  currently  Principal  Conductor  and  Artistic  Director  of  the  Indian  Hill  Sym- 
phony at  Indian  Hill  Arts,  the  Littleton,  Massachusetts-based  regional  center  for  music 
education  and  performance  now  celebrating  its  27th  season.  He  is  also  Artistic/General 
Director  of  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre  in  Maine,  a company  he  founded  in 
1995.  As  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Hangen  has  also  appeared  with  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic, Dallas  Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra,  Atlanta  Symphony,  Houston  Sym- 
phony, Baltimore  Symphony,  Utah  Symphony,  Kansas  City  Symphony,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  Orchestra  of  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Formerly  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Omaha 
Symphony  (1995-96),  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  that  orchestra’s  Music  Director  and  Con- 
ductor from  1984  to  1992  and  Artistic  Director  from  1992  to  1995.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  Omaha  Symphony  received  national  recognition  for  its  varied  and  innovative 
program  offerings  and  prominent  artistic  collaborations,  including  a “sister  orchestra” 
partnership  with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Shizuoka,  Japan,  Omaha’s  sister  city. 

Previously,  Mr.  Hangen  served  as  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Portland 
(Maine)  Symphony  (1976-86);  Music  Director  of  Denver’s  Arapahoe  Chamber  Or- 
chestra (1975-79);  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony  (1973-79);  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic,  now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra 
(1966-72);  and  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  (1997-99).  Mr.  Hangen 
maintains  a strong  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts,  demonstrated  by  his  develop- 
ment of  the  Indian  Hill  Symphony’s  innovative  Family  Concert  series  and  recent  guest 
conducting  appearances  with  the  orchestras  of  Oberlin  Conservatory,  Hartt  School 
of  Music,  and  Yale  University,  as  well  as  youth  orchestras  and  festivals  across  the 
country.  At  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre,  his  Young  Artist  Apprenticeship 
program  exposes  aspiring  performers  to  opera  production  and  institutional  leadership. 
Mr.  Hangen  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  University 
of  New  England  in  1981,  and  in  Omaha  was  the  recipient  of  the  ICAN  Foundation’s 
1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  Mr.  Hangen  was  a Conducting  Fellow  for  two  summers  at  the  Tangle- 
wood  Music  Center,  where  he  won  the  prize  for  Outstanding  Conducting  Fellow  in  1973. 
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In  Memoriam 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 

More  Dolce  Please /,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops , and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician’s  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur 
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Smoke  “N.  S ” and  ?‘8URLI1VIA”  CIGARS.  “MEUIS 

The  first  program  of  the  Promenade  Concerts 
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Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Hall  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  com- 
posed of  Boston  Sym- 
phony members.  After 

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 

8'  pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 

^ bums  for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 

his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

Adam  Frey  has  quickly  established  himself  as  one  of  the 
best  euphonium  soloists  in  the  world  by  bringing  his 
sharp  intellect,  mature  musicianship,  and  charismatic 
stage  presence  to  audiences  all  over  the  world.  A 
native  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  Adam  began  his  musical 
studies  at  the  University  of  Georgia  in  1993  under 
Dr.  David  Randolph  and  earned  a bachelor  of  music 
degree  magna  cum  laude  with  high  honors.  In  1999 
he  received  a master’s  degree  and  professional  performance 
diploma,  both  with  distinction,  from  the  Royal  Northern  College  of  Music 
in  Manchester,  England.  He  has  traveled  extensively  in  the  past  few  years,  performing 
with  orchestras,  wind  bands,  and  brass  bands,  and  as  a solo  recitalist,  in  Europe, 
America,  and  Austral-Asia.  Orchestral  ensembles  have  included  the  symphony  orches- 
tras of  Cheju  (South  Korea),  Fort  Collins  (USA),  Vaasa  (Finland),  Greensboro  (USA), 
LaGrange  (USA),  and  the  University  of  Georgia  (USA).  Brass  band  concerts,  primarily 
in  Europe,  have  included  the  National  Youth  Brass  Band  of  Switzerland,  Luzern  Youth 
Brass  Band  (Switzerland),  Soli  Brass  (Holland),  Point  of  Ayr  (Wales),  Brass  Band  of 
Battle  Creek  (USA),  Willoughby  City  Band  (Australia),  Williams  Fairey  Band  (UK), 
Fodens  Courtois  Band  (UK),  and  Besses’  O the  Barn  (UK).  Wind  band  solo  appear- 
ances have  included  the  Guardians  Band  (Finland),  Ilshin  Girls  Band  (South  Korea), 
Bavarian  State  Police  Band  (Germany),  Nashville  Wind  Ensemble  (USA),  Blue  Lake 
Festival  Band  (USA),  University  of  Georgia  Wind  Symphony  (USA),  University  of  Utah 
Wind  Ensemble  (USA),  and  the  Atlanta  Wind  Symphony  (USA),  to  name  a few.  Com- 
petitions have  been  a means  for  both  career  enhancement  within  brass  circles,  but  also 
for  furthering  the  standing  of  the  euphonium  as  a solo  instrument  in  competitions  open 
to  all  instruments.  While  at  the  University  of  Georgia,  Adam  was  awarded  the  Presser 
Foundation  Scholar  and  received  first  prizes  at  the  Leonard  Falcone  International 
Euphonium  Competition  and  the  Music  Teachers’  National  Association  Wurlitzer 
Competition,  and  second  prize  at  the  “Verso  II  Millenio”  International  Competition 
in  Riva  del  Garda,  Italy.  In  2001  he  gave  the  American  premiere  of  Vladimir  Cosma’s 
Euphonium  Concerto  with  the  Fort  Collins  Symphony  Orchestra  and  received  first 
prize  for  his  performance.  His  first  solo  recording,  entitled  Listen  to  THIS!!,  received 
worldwide  acclaim  for  both  its  numerous  world  premieres  and  impressive  perfor- 
mances. In  May  2003  Adam  released  a new  recording  entitled  Collected  Dreams , 
which  features  traditional  Scottish,  Irish,  and  classical  melodies  that  combine  the  lush 
sound  of  the  euphonium  with  dreamy  synthesizer  accompaniments  in  a new-age  vein. 
He  also  appears  on  ten  other  recordings  as  a collaborative  artist  and  has  been  a fea- 
tured soloist  in  broadcasts  on  BBC  Radio  2 -Young  Artists’  programs  and  the  Listen  to 
the  Band  series,  Swiss  Cable  Radio,  and  on  numerous  NPR  stations  in  this  country. 

His  websites,  www.euphonium.com  and  www.adamfrey.com,  contain  information  on 
the  euphonium,  sound  files  from  live  concerts,  future  performance  schedules,  photos 
from  his  world  travels,  and  a list  of  his  recordings  and  publications  for  purchase.

THE  STARS  AND  STRIPES:  FOREVER  AT  POPS 

Probably  no  piece  of  music  is  more  closely  identified  with  the  Boston  Pops  than  The 
Stars  and  Stripes  Forever , John  Philip  Sousa’s  masterpiece  and  undoubtedly  the  world’s 
most  famous  march.  “The  March  King,”  as  Sousa  was  called,  composed  the  work  in 

his  head  while  returning  to  America 
from  Europe  via  steamship  in  Novem- 
ber 1896.  The  piano  score  bears  the 
date  “Xmas  ’96.” 

Boston’s  connection  to  The  Stars  and 
Stripes  Forever  began  in  April  1897, 
when  Sousa — in  town  for  concerts  with 
his  own  band — completed  the  full  band 
score  on  the  26th.  The  official  premiere 
took  place  in  Philadelphia  on  May  14th 
at  the  unveiling  of  a new  statue  of 
George  Washington.  The  march  was 
very  well  received  there  and  in  other 
cities  where  it  was  played  that  spring. 
Six  weeks  later,  Sousa  had  completed 
and  copyrighted  the  parts  for  the  or- 
chestral version.  The  very  next  day — 
July  2,  1897 — the  orchestral  version  of 
The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever  was  given 
its  first  performance  by  the  Boston  Pops 
at  Symphony  Hall.  By  the  end  of  the 
century,  Sousa’s  march  was  regularly 
programmed  as  the  finale  of  the  Pops 
concerts,  an  honored  position  it  has 
held  for  more  than  a hundred  years.  Its 
success  can  be  attributed  to  several  fac- 
tors: an  engaging  variety  of  melodies; 
the  colorful  scoring  (including  famous 
passages  in  the  trio  section  for  the  pic- 
colo and  for  the  trombones);  and  the 
performance  style,  in  which  Sousa  had 
the  featured  sections  stand  as  they 
played. 

The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever  has 
rightfully  earned  its  place  on  Pops  pro- 
grams and  in  the  hearts  of  Americans. 
Not  only  was  it  Sousa’s  finest  achievement,  it  was  also  his  favorite  composition.  Fit- 
tingly, the  first  four  bars  of  the  familiar  trio  melody  are  inscribed  on  the  bandleader’s 
headstone  in  the  Congressional  Cemetery  in  our  nation’s  capital.

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases.

Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops , 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin.  Upcoming 

engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003,  and  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore 
symphonies  during  the  2003-04  season.  He  will 
make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  next  sea- 
son, leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004. 
Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad 
of  Baby  Doe , with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera 
and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber 
Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds 
honorary  doctorates  from  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tory, Northeastern  University,  and  his  alma 
mater,  Furman  University.

John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  Decem- 

^cr  1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 

Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 

Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 

vately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets,  Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report , Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones , Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer's  Stone , A.I. 
Artificial  Intelligence , The  Patriot , Angela’s  Ashes , Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace , 
Stepmom , Saving  Private  Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina,  Schindler’s  List , Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Far  and  Away,  JFK,  Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

In  2002  Bruce  Hangen  became  Principal  Pops  Guest 
Conductor,  the  first  in  Boston  Pops  history.  Since  his 
debut  in  1979,  he  has  led  well  over  200  concerts  with 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  orches- 
i tras.  Mr.  Hangen’s  most  recent  appointment  came  in 


May  2003,  when  The  Boston  Conservatory  named 


\ him  Director  of  Orchestral  Activities,  in  which  posi- 

\ ^ tion  he  serves  as  principal  orchestral  conductor  as 

well  as  director  of  both  the  orchestra  and  conducting  pro- 
grams. Mr.  Hangen  is  now  in  his  sixth  season  as  Music  Director  of  the  Indian 
Hill  Symphony,  which  performs  a series  of  symphonic  and  other  concerts  featuring 
renowned  soloists.  Of  particular  note  was  the  success  of  the  Center’s  Paul  Whiteman 
Lives!  first  annual  concert  conceived  and  conducted  by  Mr.  Hangen  in  spring  2003. 
Associated  with  the  Indian  Hill  Music  Center  of  Littleton,  Mass.,  the  Indian  Hill 
Symphony  is  the  only  professional  orchestra  serving  central  Massachusetts  and  south- 
ern New  Hampshire,  and  complements  the  Center’s  parallel  purpose  of  providing  the 
finest  in  music  education  through  its  community  music  school.  Concurrently,  Bruce 
Hangen  remains  active  as  the  Artistic  and  General  Director  of  the  Portland  Opera 
Repertory  Theatre  (P.O.R.T.)  of  Portland,  Maine,  the  company  he  founded  in  July 
1995.  P.O.R.T.  presents  an  annual  July  festival  of  main-stage  and  other  performances. 
Its  productions,  led  by  Mr.  Hangen,  have  been  widely  acclaimed,  and  the  company 
continues  to  move  toward  its  vision  of  becoming  a major  summer  opera  festival. 

For  twelve  years  (1984-1996)  Bruce  Hangen  was  Music  Director  of  the  Omaha 
(Nebraska)  Symphony.  He  expanded  the  orchestra’s  offerings,  initiated  full-orchestra 
touring,  undertook  major  collaborations  with  other  area  institutions,  introduced  new 
educational  programs,  and  established  a sister-orchestra  relationship  between  Omaha 
and  Shizuoka,  Japan.  Omaha’s  nationally  acclaimed  “West  Meets  West”  celebration 
of  the  Native  American  was  conceived  and  conducted  by  Mr.  Hangen.  During  the  two 
seasons  1998-2000,  Bruce  Hangen  was  Acting  Resident  Conductor  of  both  the  Utah 
and  Kansas  City  symphony  orchestras.  He  was  for  ten  seasons  (1976-86)  Music  Direc- 
tor and  Conductor  of  the  Portland  (Maine)  Symphony;  six  years  (1973-79)  Associate 
Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony;  four  years  (1975-79)  Music  Director  of  the  Arapa- 
hoe Chamber  Orchestra  in  Denver;  and  for  six  summer  seasons  (1966-72)  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic  (now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra).  In 
the  1972-73  season  alone,  Mr.  Hangen  held  three  positions:  Assistant  Conductor  of 
the  Syracuse  Symphony,  Conducting  Assistant  of  the  Buffalo  Philharmonic,  and  Faculty 
Conductor  at  the  Eastman  School  of  Music.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman  School  with  a 
major  in  conducting,  he  was  also  a Conducting  Fellow  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center 
in  1972  and  1973.  While  at  Eastman,  he  formed  the  Baroque  Chamber  Orchestra  and 
co-founded  Zeitgeist  in  Musik,  a contemporary  chamber  ensemble.  Bruce  Hangen 
maintains  an  active  guest  conducting  schedule.  Recent  appearances  have  included  his 
debut  with  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts  as  well  as  appearances  with  the  orches- 
tras of  St.  Louis,  Baltimore,  Pittsburgh,  San  Francisco,  Atlanta,  Jacksonville,  and  Hous- 
ton, and  the  Florida  Philharmonic.  He  remains  strongly  committed  to  education,  both 
as  an  involved  overseer  of  his  own  orchestra’s  programs  as  well  as  by  appearing  as 
guest  conductor.  Mr.  Hangen  is  the  recipient  of  an  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  New  England,  and  in  Omaha  he  received  the  ICAN 
Foundation’s  1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 

More  Dolce  Please /,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician's  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

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A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  1 1,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse , which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur

Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Hall  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.  By 
then,  Fiedler  already 
had  demonstrated  his 
ambition  by  forming  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  com- 
posed of  Boston  Sym- 
phony members.  After 

the  success  of  his  first  Pops  concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent  conduc- 
tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

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the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

of  the  Americas , from  the  motion  picture  soundtrack  of  Something  to  Believe  In. 
Jeffrey  Biegel’s  debut  compact  disc  represented  the  first  integral  set  of  Cesar  Cui’s  vir- 
tuosic  25  Preludes,  Opus  64  (Marco  Polo).  Mr.  Biegel  performed  the  American  and 
German  premieres  of  the  fully  restored  original  manuscript  of  George  Gershwin’s 
Rhapsody  in  Blue.

Seventeen-year-old  violinist  Elena  Urioste  is  First  Place 
Junior  Division  Laureate  in  the  2003  (6th  annual) 
Sphinx  Competition.  She  began  her  violin  studies  in 
Philadelphia  at  age  five.  At  age  thirteen,  she  made  her 
debut  with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  as  winner  of 
the  Albert  M.  Greenfield  Competition.  Elena’s  top 
honors  in  the  Junior  Division  brings  performances 
with  the  Atlanta,  Detroit,  and  Pittsburgh  symphony 
orchestras,  the  Boston  Pops,  and  the  Sphinx  Symphony.  She 
has  also  performed  with  the  Temple  University  Symphony,  the  Kennett  Sym- 
phony, and  the  Ocean  City  (NJ)  Pops  Orchestra.  She  is  being  presented  through  the 
Sphinx  Professional  Development  Program  sponsored  by  Target.  Recital  appearances 
have  included  Philadelphia’s  Young  Musicians  Musicales,  Sundays  at  Seven  Concerts, 
1427  Salon  Concerts,  and  Crissey  Concert  Series.  As  a chamber  musician,  Elena  has 
performed  at  the  Philadelphia  Fringe  Festival  and  at  the  Union  League  in  Philadelphia. 
She  has  attended  the  ENCORE  School  for  Strings  as  a student  of  David  Cerone,  and 
she  participated  in  the  Quartet  Program  under  Charles  Castleman.  Elena  has  been  fea- 
tured on  the  public  radio  program  From  the  Top , a showcase  for  emerging  classical 
artists.  She  is  also  the  winner  of  the  Kennett  Symphony  Concerto  Competition  and  the 
Temple  University  Music  Prep  Concerto  Competition.  A student  of  Choong-Jin  Chang 
and  Soovin  Kim  at  Temple  University  Music  Preparatory  Center  for  Gifted  Young 
Musicians  in  Philadelphia,  Elena  is  the  recipient  of  a Starling  Foundation  Scholarship. 
She  is  the  co-concertmaster  of  the  Temple  University  Music  Prep  Youth  Chamber 
Orchestra  under  Luis  Biava.  Past  teachers  include  Rafael  Druian,  Estelle  Kerner,  and 
Xiao-Fu  Zhou.  Elena  has  also  performed  in  master  classes  for  David  Kim,  Sergiu 
Schwartz,  Elissa  Lee  Koljonen,  Roberto  Diaz,  Yehonatan  Berick,  Blaise  Magniere,  and 
Helen  Kwalwasser.  In  the  fall  of  2003,  she  will  attend  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
and  study  with  Ida  Kavafian  and  former  BSO  concertmaster  Joseph  Silverstein. 

The  Sphinx  Organization  (www.sphinxmusic.org)  is  a national  arts  organization 
that  promotes  arts  education,  awareness,  and  presentation.  Its  primary  project,  the 
Sphinx  Competition,  promotes  the  development  of  string  experience  among  Black  and 
Latino  youths,  and  features  an  all  African-American  and  Latino  professional  orchestra. 
Sphinx’s  year-round  programming  includes  its  Professional  Development  Program, 
sponsored  by  Target,  through  which  Laureates  receive  solo  opportunities  with  over  25 
U.S.  orchestras,  as  well  as  coaching  with  distinguished  musicians.  These  have  included 
Isaac  Stern,  Yo-Yo  Ma,  Jaime  Laredo,  and  Ida  Kavafian.  The  Laureates  also  participate 
in  the  Musical  Encounters  Program,  also  sponsored  by  Target,  which  works  to  increase 
classical  music  interest  and  awareness  in  schools.  Through  the  Summer  Education  Pro- 
gram, Sphinx  participants  receive  full  scholarships  to  renowned  summer  music  pro- 
grams, including  Aspen,  ENCORE,  and  Interlochen.  All  participants  also  receive  schol- 
arships towards  their  educational  pursuits  through  the  Sphinx  Music  Assistance  Fund. 
The  Sphinx  Instrument  Fund  allows  eligible  participants  to  receive  a quality  instru- 
ment for  their  use  for  one  year  after  their  participation  at  Sphinx.  The  Sphinx  Clas- 
sical Connections  program  sends  minority  classical  musicians  into  local  communities, 
and  the  Sphinx  Recital  Series  features  its  participants  at  Borders  stores  nationwide. 


About  the  Khachaturian  Piano  Concerto 

Born  June  6,  1903,  in  Tiblisi,  Georgia,  Armenian  composer  Aram  Khachaturian  (1903- 
1978)  studied  at  Moscow’s  Gnesen  School  of  Music  and  the  Moscow  Conservatory. 

During  his  student  years,  Khachaturian  started  to  compose 
pieces  based  on  folkloric  music  of  Armenia,  Russia, 
Hungary,  Georgia,  and  Azerbaijan.  His  famous  Trio  for 
clarinet,  violin  and  piano,  the  virtuosic  Toccata  for  piano, 
and  the  Dance  Suite  were  all  composed  before  his  gradua- 
tion from  the  Moscow  Conservatory.  His  1942  ballet 
score  Gayaneh,  with  its  dynamic  “Sabre  Dance,”  was  a 
turning  point  in  Khachaturian’s  career.  His  creative  fasci- 
nation with  brilliant  colors  and  bold  rhythms,  along  with 
the  inflection  of  his  native  Armenian  melodies,  identified 
him  as  a fresh  voice.  Among  many  of  his  compositions, 
the  Violin,  Piano,  and  Cello  Concertos,  the  Second  Symphony,  and  the  ballets  Sparta- 
cus , Masquerade , and  Gayaneh  are  widely  recognized  and  performed.  Although  de- 
nounced, along  with  the  Soviets  Prokofiev  and  Shostakovich,  by  the  communist  party’s 
Andrei  Zhdanov,  Khachaturian  maintained  his  exuberance  and  creativity,  composing 
for  the  rest  of  his  days  in  Moscow  with  great  success. 

Written  before  the  “Rehabilitation  of  1948,”  the  piano  concerto  was  premiered  in 
Moscow  in  July  1936,  with  its  dedicatee,  Lev  Oborin,  as  soloist.  The  concerto  was 
heard  in  London  as  early  as  1940,  with  Moura  Lympany  as  soloist  and  A.  Fistoulari 
conducting.  The  American  premiere  was  given  in  March  1942.  The  concerto  was  an 
instant  success  and  became  immensely  popular  in  the  western  world.  This  is  hardly 
surprising,  since  it  is  in  the  grand  romantic  tradition  of  Tchaikovsky,  Rachmaninoff, 
and  especially  Franz  Liszt  Although  nearly  a century  separates  the  music  of  Liszt  and 
Khachaturian,  the  two  composers  share  a common  source  of  inspiration — folk  music. 
The  three-movement  concerto  lasts  about  thirty  five  minutes.  The  first  movement  is  in 
sonata  form,  not  according  to  the  classical  ideal,  but  in  a less  rigorous  and  more  ex- 
pressive style.  It  consists  of  a complex  of  themes,  though  one  in  particular  will  easily 
be  identified  as  dominating.  The  slow  movement  begins  with  a phrase  in  the  bass  clar- 
inet (a  favorite  instrument  of  Khachaturian’s)  that  later  becomes  the  central  idea  of  the 
coda.  The  main  portion  has  a broadly  romantic  melody  that  in  quieter  passages  evokes 
the  Middle  East.  The  use  of  the  flexatone  (an  instrument  with  a sound  similar  to  a 
musical  saw)  enhances  the  exotic  nature.  The  finale  is  a wild  sort  of  dance,  with  rapid 
finger  passages,  bravura  rushing  around,  and  a long  brilliant  cadenza  for  the  soloist. 
Toward  the  end  there  is  a grand  and  highly  oratorical  restatement  of  the  first-move- 
ment subjects,  bringing  thematic  unity  to  the  whole  concerto. 

The  concerto  was  popularized  in  this  country  by  the  great  American  pianist  William 
Kapell,  who  also  recorded  it  with  the  NBC  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1945,  F.  Black 
conducting.  On  two  occasions  Khachaturian  conducted  recordings  of  the  concerto, 
with  Sergio  Petricroli  and  the  Turin  Symphony  Orchestra  and  with  N.  Petrov  and  the 
USSR  Radio  TV  Orchestra.  Seiji  Ozawa  conducted  a Quadrophonic  recording  of  the 
work  with  the  New  Philharmonia  Orchestra  and  Philippe  Entremont  as  soloist.  The 
concerto  was  performed  at  the  Boston  Pops  Armenian  Night  in  1993,  with  Constan- 
tine Orbelian  as  soloist  and  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  conducting.

Dora  Serviarian-Kuhn 

Born  in  Lebanon  of  Armenian  parentage,  Dora  Servi- 
arian-Kuhn is  considered  the  leading  interpreter  of  the 
Khachaturian  Piano  Concerto,  having  played  it  more 
than  any  other  living  pianist  throughout  the  world  to 
great  acclaim.  Both  Gramophone  Magazine  and  the 
Penguin  Guide  (2002  edition)  have  recommended  her 
recording  of  the  work.  Ms.  Serviarian-Kuhn  has 
appeared  with  orchestras  throughout  the  United 
States,  Asia,  and  Latin  America,  including  the  Austin,  East- 
man Philharmonia,  Colorado,  Utah,  and  Long  Beach  symphonies,  and  the 
national  orchestras  of  Armenia,  Honduras,  Chile,  and  Venezuela.  Her  performance 
with  the  Orchestra  National  de  Cuba  and  her  five  concerts  with  the  Vietnam  National 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  Hanoi,  Hue,  and  Saigon  marked  the  first  appearance  by  an 
American  soloist  in  those  two  countries  in  many  years.  Ms.  Serviarian-Kuhn  has  per- 
formed with  three  leading  orchestras  in  the  People’s  Republic  of  China,  including  the 
China  National  Symphony  Orchestra  with  whom  she  gave  the  first  performance  in 
China  of  the  Khachaturian  Piano  Concerto.  Having  commenced  her  performing  career 
at  age  four  in  Beirut,  Ms.  Serviarian-Kuhn  received  her  bachelor’s  degree  in  perfor- 
mance from  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  and  her  master’s  degree  in  piano  from  the 
University  of  Southern  California.  A visually  innovative  approach  to  classical  music 
video  of  Ms.  Serviarian-Kuhn  performing  the  third  movement  of  the  Khachaturian 
Concerto  is  currently  being  broadcast  nationally  on  Classic  Arts  Showcase  and  also 
aired  on  A&E’s  Breakfast  with  the  Arts.  She  developed  and  is  executive  producer  of 
a documentary  film  on  the  life  and  music  of  Khachaturian,  produced  by  Peter  Rosen, 
which  will  be  released  in  the  fall  of  2003.  In  addition  to  this  performance  with  the 
Boston  Pops,  her  2003-2004  season  includes  a Carnegie  Hall  appearance  with  the 
Philharmonia  of  Russia,  and  performances  with  the  China  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
and  the  Montevideo  Philharmonic.  Dora  Serviarian-Kuhn  records  for  Sanctuary 
Classics/ASV.  Her  recording  of  the  Khachaturian  Piano  Concerto  was  selected  for 
the  ASV  Platinum  Series.

A senior  at  Pittsfield  High  School,  Yevgeny  Kutik  was 
born  in  Russia  and  came  to  the  United  States  at  the  age 
of  five.  Shortly  thereafter  he  began  to  study  violin  with 
his  mother,  Alla  Zernitskaya;  he  currently  studies  with 
Roman  Totenberg,  Professor  Emeritus  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity.

An  exhibit  celebrating  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  tracing 
how  the  membership  of  the  orchestra  has  changed  since  the  BSO’s  founding  in  1881, 

has  been  mounted  in  Symphony  Hall.  Topics  covered  include 
how  the  orchestra  grew  from  an  ensemble  of  freelance  play- 
ers, often  engaged  for  just  one  or  two  seasons,  to  a “perma- 
nent” ensemble;  the  impact  of  World  War  I and  the  labor 
movement  on  the  BSO’s  membership,  and  the  gradual  accep- 
tance of  women  into  the  ranks  of  the  BSO.  The  exhibit  in- 
corporates materials  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  past 
and  present  orchestra  members  over  the  past  eleven  years, 
including  photographs,  autographs,  and  other  memorabilia. 
Retired  BSO  trumpet  player  Roger  Voisin  made  a recent  gift 
to  the  BSO  Archives  of  memorabilia  collected  during  his 
years  as  a BSO  member  (1935-1973).  He  is  shown  here  with  his  father  Rene  Voisin, 
a member  of  the  BSO’s  trumpet  section  from  1927  to  1952. 

In  addition,  please  note  that  the  Symphony  Hall  Centennial  Exhibit  created  in 
2000  can  still  be  seen  throughout  the  corridors  of  Symphony  Hall  and  in  the  Cohen 
Wing  display  cases,  with  many  new  items  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  exhibit  cases.

T'\L  ■ 1 In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
1 conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
\ *n§  *n  1^85.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
1 the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops,  the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops, 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  on  New 
Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin,  and  in  June  2003 

he  made  his  debut  with  the  Concertgebouw 
Orchestra  of  Amsterdam.  Upcoming  engage- 
ments include  performances  with  the  Toronto 
and  Baltimore  symphonies  during  the  2003-04 
season.  He  will  make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera 
debut  next  season,  leading  Tosca  in  March  and 
April  of  2004.  Notable  past  engagements  in- 
clude his  first  major  opera  production,  Douglas 
Moore’s  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with  the 
Washington  (D.C.)  Opera  and  recent  debuts 
with  the  New  York  Chamber  Symphony,  the 
Houston  Symphony,  and  the  New  Japan  Phil- 
harmonic. Mr.  Lockhart  holds  honorary  doc- 
torates from  the  Boston  Conservatory,  North- 
eastern University,  and  his  alma  mater,  Furman 
University.

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  Decem- 
ber 1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
i Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 

{ Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 
® vately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with 
Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  begin- 
ning his  career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John 
Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films, 
including  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets,  Catch  Me  If  You  Can , Minority 
Report , Star  Wars:  Attack  of  the  Clones , Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer's  Stone , A. I. 
Artificial  Intelligence , The  Patriot , Angela’s  Ashes,  Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace, 
Stepmom,  Saving  Private  Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon, 
Sabrina,  Schindler’s  List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Par  and  Away,  JFK,  Hook, 
Home  Alone,  Presumed  Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones 
films,  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilo- 
gy, Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations, 
and  has  been  awarded  five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys, 
and  three  Golden  Globes,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  He  is  currently 
working  on  a commission  from  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney 
Hall  in  fall  2003. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Spec- 
ial Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes  for 
the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji'.,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 

than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a 
highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony 
Classical  (see  box).  Mr.  Williams  has  led 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplan- 
ade orchestras  on  several  tours.  He  has 
conducted  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood 
and  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violin- 
ist Gil  Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded 
his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three 
Pieces  from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche 
Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  2002  Bruce  Hangen  became  Principal  Pops  Guest 
Conductor,  the  first  in  Boston  Pops  history.  Since  his 
debut  in  1979,  he  has  led  well  over  200  concerts  with 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  orches- 
tras. Mr.  Hangen’s  most  recent  appointment  came  in 
May  2003,  when  The  Boston  Conservatory  named 
him  Director  of  Orchestral  Activities,  in  which  posi- 
tion he  serves  as  principal  orchestral  conductor  as 
well  as  director  of  both  the  orchestra  and  conducting  pro- 
grams. Mr.  Hangen  is  now  in  his  sixth  season  as  Music  Director  of  the  Indian 
Hill  Symphony,  which  performs  a series  of  symphonic  and  other  concerts  featuring 
renowned  soloists.  Of  particular  note  was  the  success  of  the  Center’s  Paul  Whiteman 
Lives!  first  annual  concert  conceived  and  conducted  by  Mr.  Hangen  in  spring  2003. 
Associated  with  the  Indian  Hill  Music  Center  of  Littleton,  Mass.,  the  Indian  Hill 
Symphony  is  the  only  professional  orchestra  serving  central  Massachusetts  and  south- 
ern New  Hampshire,  and  complements  the  Center’s  parallel  purpose  of  providing  the 
finest  in  music  education  through  its  community  music  school.  Concurrently,  Bruce 
Hangen  remains  active  as  the  Artistic  and  General  Director  of  the  Portland  Opera 
Repertory  Theatre  (P.O.R.T.)  of  Portland,  Maine,  the  company  he  founded  in  July 
1995.  P.O.R.T.  presents  an  annual  July  festival  of  main-stage  and  other  performances. 
Its  productions,  led  by  Mr.  Hangen,  have  been  widely  acclaimed,  and  the  company 
continues  to  move  toward  its  vision  of  becoming  a major  summer  opera  festival. 

For  twelve  years  (1984-1996)  Bruce  Hangen  was  Music  Director  of  the  Omaha 
(Nebraska)  Symphony.  He  expanded  the  orchestra’s  offerings,  initiated  full-orchestra 
touring,  undertook  major  collaborations  with  other  area  institutions,  introduced  new 
educational  programs,  and  established  a sister-orchestra  relationship  between  Omaha 
and  Shizuoka,  Japan.  Omaha’s  nationally  acclaimed  “West  Meets  West”  celebration 
of  the  Native  American  was  conceived  and  conducted  by  Mr.  Hangen.  During  the  two 
seasons  1998-2000,  Bruce  Hangen  was  Acting  Resident  Conductor  of  both  the  Utah 
and  Kansas  City  symphony  orchestras.  He  was  for  ten  seasons  (1976-86)  Music  Direc- 
tor and  Conductor  of  the  Portland  (Maine)  Symphony;  six  years  (1973-79)  Associate 
Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony;  four  years  (1975-79)  Music  Director  of  the  Arapa- 
hoe Chamber  Orchestra  in  Denver;  and  for  six  summer  seasons  (1966-72)  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic  (now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra).  In 
the  1972-73  season  alone,  Mr.  Hangen  held  three  positions:  Assistant  Conductor  of 
the  Syracuse  Symphony,  Conducting  Assistant  of  the  Buffalo  Philharmonic,  and  Faculty 
Conductor  at  the  Eastman  School  of  Music.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman  School  with  a 
major  in  conducting,  he  was  also  a Conducting  Fellow  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center 
in  1972  and  1973.  While  at  Eastman,  he  formed  the  Baroque  Chamber  Orchestra  and 
co-founded  Zeitgeist  in  Musik,  a contemporary  chamber  ensemble.  Bruce  Hangen 
maintains  an  active  guest  conducting  schedule.  Recent  appearances  have  included  his 
debut  with  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts  as  well  as  appearances  with  the  orches- 
tras of  St.  Louis,  Baltimore,  Pittsburgh,  San  Francisco,  Atlanta,  Jacksonville,  and  Hous- 
ton, and  the  Florida  Philharmonic.  He  remains  strongly  committed  to  education,  both 
as  an  involved  overseer  of  his  own  orchestra’s  programs  as  well  as  by  appearing  as 
guest  conductor.  Mr.  Hangen  is  the  recipient  of  an  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  New  England,  and  in  Omaha  he  received  the  ICAN 
Foundation’s  1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  wThich  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 

podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 
and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen , 
More  Dolce  Please /,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops , and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician’s  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 
of  people  who  were  more  fa- 
mous than  he  was.  But  he  never 
let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always 
at  Symphony  Hall.

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A Brief  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained,  was  too  high — ten  cents  a 
glass.  A ticket  went  for  a quarter.  “The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,”  the  Boston 
Symphony  assured  its  public,  “will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best 
class...”  So  on  Saturday  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed 

up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first-ever  Music 
Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed 
this  new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of 
summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where 
he  had  been  a music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered  the 
chance  to  relax  in  a fantasy  of  European  pleasures — though 
nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a Parisian  cafe-concert 
might  have  suggested. 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  conducted  in 
Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program,  conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included 
a novelty  number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse,  which  humorously  tossed  together 
scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss,  Wagner,  and  Weber.  Given  that  everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert  could  not 
have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  for- 
mat of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra’s  concerts  remains  strikingly  similar  to  the  origi- 
nal— three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with  the  evening’s  heaviest  piece

sandwiched  in  the  middle — the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed,  as  has  the 
event’s  character  as  a whole. 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about  because  the  audience  took  so 
readily  to  the  series.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of  Pops  was  the 
development  of  American  music  itself  in  the  1890s — a development  that  both  aided 
the  concerts  and  was  aided  by  them.  Pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned 
up  more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program;  so,  too,  did  the  works  of  the  March 
King,  John  Philip  Sousa,  most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and  Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for 
the  Promenade  Concerts.  Finally,  there  was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts — which  in  1900  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops.  The  early 
conductors  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with  Adolf  Neuendorff  and  also 
including  Timothee  Adamowski,  Max  Zach,  and  Gustav  Strube. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of  the  Italian  composer  and 
pianist  Alfred  Casella  in  1927-29.  Although  he  programmed  popular  pieces  such  as 
Gershwin’s  brand-new  An  American  in  Paris , he  also  performed  entire  symphonies  by 
Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary  avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur 
Honegger.  The  public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO’s  management  declined 
to  renew  Casella’s  contract.  Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a 35-year- 
old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orchestra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur

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Fiedler,  and  he  would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty  years  but  would 
complete  its  transformation.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would 
be  a national  institution 
in  America,  a musical 
ambassador  abroad,  and 
the  most-recorded  or- 
chestra in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and 
trained  in  Germany, 

Fiedler  first  led  the  Pops 
in  Symphony  Flail  as  a 
replacement  during  the 
1926  season,  following 
the  resignation  of  con- 
ductor Agide  Jacchia.

tor— an  appointment  that  instead  went  to  Alfred  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided 
to  organize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular  concerts.  He  would  even  go

the  Boston  Symphony  one  better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for  free.  On 
July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a series  that  continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are  held  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  The  response  was  ecstatic.  After  Casella’s  departure,  the  BSO 
offered  Fiedler  a three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930  Pops  season.  For  the  first 
time  in  what  was  already  a 45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an  American- 
born  conductor.  In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire  beyond  its  origins  in 
European  light  classical  music,  Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a three-day  marathon,  from  July  1 through  July  3,  1935, 
Fiedler  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label.  Among 
the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days  was  a tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  “Jalousie,” 
which  Fiedler  had  recently  plucked  out  of  a sheet-music  bin  for  fifteen  cents.  “Jalousie” 
became  the  first  Victor  record — and  also  the  first  orchestral  record — to  sell  more  than 
a million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an  unprecedentedly  large  audience 
while  literally  establishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those  recording  sessions, 
the  musicians  had  been  known  simply  as  “the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts.”  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a name  for  the  label  that  a “Boston  Pops  Orchestra”  was 
born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
by  showcasing  the  work  of  American  composers  and  arrangers,  by  featuring  young 
American  soloists,  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local  radio  broadcasts  of 
the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in  1952  and  continue  on  Saturday  evenings  on  WCRB 
102.5  FM;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally  syndicated  each  week  from 
1962  to  1992.  The  national  public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was  launched 
in  1970,  as  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conductor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense 

worldwide  audience.  The  Pops’  special  bicenten- 
nial program  on  the  Esplanade  on  July  4,  1976, 
drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  history  of  or- 
chestral concerts,  with  more  than  400,000  people 
in  attendance.  After  Arthur  Fiedler’s  death  on 
July  10,  1979,  his  longtime  associate  conductor, 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  lead- 
ership of  the  orchestra,  along  with  a number  of 
guest  conductors.  Meanwhile,  the  management 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  undertook  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  task  of  finding  a successor  to 
Arthur  Fiedler. 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in 
January  1980,  he  was  the  best-known  composer 
for  film  in  the  world.  Williams  also  had  an  envi- 
able classical  training;  he  had  worked  as  a jazz 
pianist  in  New  York;  and  he  had  arranged  al- 
bums for  several  popular  artists.  At  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  he  had  not  yet  had  much  public 
experience  as  a conductor;  but  he  brought  to  the 
podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to 
succeed  at  a daunting  assignment.  Williams  both 
broadened  and  updated  the  Boston  Pops  reper-

toire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new  compositions  while  also  introducing 
arrangements  of  recent  pieces  of  popular  music — such  as  film  scores — that  would  be 
suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He  maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops ; 
he  toured  extensively  with  the  Boston  Pops; 
and  he  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels. 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  an- 
nounced that  he  would  step  down  as  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops  at  the  end  of  1993 
and  at  that  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to 
serve  as  Music  Adviser  while  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony again  took  on  a seemingly  impos- 
sible task — finding  someone  to  follow  him. 

The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra — and  the  third 
Conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in 
1930 — fell  to  Keith  Lockhart.  Born  in  1959, 
he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was 
made — the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  During  his  eight 
seasons  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Mr. 

Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs, made  50  television  shows,  and  led  nineteen  national  tours  and  three  overseas 
tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  with  a fourth  scheduled  for  July 

2003.  Of  the  seven  albums  he  has  record- 
ed with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  two 
— The  Celtic  Album  and  The  Latin  Album 
— have  been  nominated  for  Grammy 
awards.  In  February  2002  the  Boston 
Pops  performed  during  the  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  Pregame  Show,  and  later  that 
month  Bruce  Hangen  was  named  Princi- 
pal Pops  Guest  Conductor,  the  first  in  the 
orchestra’s  117-year  history.  In  March 
2003  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  greater 
Boston  community  lost  one  of  its  most 
popular  figures,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
whose  association  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  spanned  more  than 
sixty  years.  A memorial  tribute  to  Harry 
appears  on  page  10.  The  Boston  Pops, 
offering  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music”  performed  for  the  widest  possible 
audience,  represents  the  realization  of 
founder  Henry  Lee  Higginson’s  vision, 
earning  its  stature  as  “America’s  Orches- 
tra” and  its  place  in  the  hearts  of  music 
lovers  around  the  world.

Marvin  Hamlisch 

Marvin  Hamlisch’s  life  in  music  is  notable  for  its  great 
versatility  as  well  as  substance.  As  a composer,  Mr. 
Hamlisch  has  won  virtually  every  major  award  that 
exists:  three  Oscars,  four  Grammys,  four  Emmys,  a 
Tony,  and  three  Golden  Globe  awards;  his  ground- 
breaking show,  A Chorus  Line,  received  the  Pulitzer 
Prize.  Among  the  Broadway  shows  Mr.  Hamlisch 
has  composed  are  They’re  Playing  Our  Song,  The 
Goodbye  Girl , Sweet  Smell  of  Success,  and  Imaginary  Friends. 

Among  his  more  than  forty  motion  picture  scores  are  his  Oscar-winning  score 
and  song  for  The  Way  We  Were  and  his  adaptation  of  Scott  Joplin’s  music  for  The 
Sting,  for  which  he  received  his  third  Oscar.  His  prolific  output  of  scores  for  films 
include  original  compositions  and/or  musical  adaptations  for  Sophie’s  Choice,  Ordin- 
ary People,  The  Swimmer,  Three  Men  and  a Baby,  Ice  Castles,  Take  The  Money  and 
Run,  Bananas,  and  Save  the  Tiger.  In  March  2003  Marvin  Hamlisch  was  named 
Principal  Pops  Conductor  of  the  Buffalo  Philharmonic.  He  holds  that  same  title  with 
the  Pittsburgh  and  National  symphony  orchestras,  the  first  time  anyone  has  held  such 
a position  with  either  orchestra.  Mr.  Hamlisch  was  the  musical  director  and  arranger 
for  Barbra  Streisand’s  1994  concert  tour  of  the  United  States  and  England,  as  well  as 
for  the  television  special  Barbra  Streisand:  The  Concert  (for  which  he  received  two 
Emmys).  He  served  in  the  same  capacities  for  her  millennium  concerts.  Mr.  Hamlisch 
is  a graduate  of  both  Juilliard  and  Queens  College  (where  he  earned  a bachelor  of  arts 
degree).  He  believes  in  the  power  of  music  to  bring  people  together,  commenting: 
“Music  can  make  a difference.  There  is  global  nature  to  music  which  has  the  potential 
to  bring  all  people  together.  Music  is  truly  an  international  language,  and  I hope  to 
contribute  by  widening  communication  as  much  as  I can.”  Mr.  Hamlisch  has  made 
many  appearances  with  the  Boston  Pops,  most  recently  in  June  2002.

Michael  Keller,  a graduate  of  the  Manhattan  School  of  Music  in  New  York  City,  has 
been  an  active  professional  musician  for  over  thirty  years.  Since  his  first  pit-playing 
experience  in  the  show  Jacques  Brel  Is  Alive  And  Well  and  Living  in  Paris  in  1968 
through  the  Broadway  production  of  The  Goodbye  Girl , he  has  performed  in  numer- 
ous Broadway  and  Off-Broadway  shows.  Through  the  years  he  has  worked  with  such 
notable  performers  as  Dionne  Warwick,  the  Fifth  Dimension,  George  Burns,  Rodney 
Dangerfield,  and  the  Manhattan  Rhythm  Kings.  His  relationship  with  Marvin  Ham- 
lisch  began  in  1978  with  the  production  of  They’re  Playing  Our  Song.  Starting  in 
1979  he  began  performing  in  Marvin’s  concerts,  first  as  drummer  and  since  1990  as 
both  drummer  and  conductor.  In  1994  Michael  contracted  a New  York  orchestra  to 
perform  with  Barbra  Streisand  under  Marvin’s  music  direction  in  Washington,  D.C., 
Detroit,  and  New  York  City.  That  orchestra  can  be  heard  on  the  double  compact  disc 
recorded  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  Barbra  Streisand,  The  Concert.  In  the  past  few 
years,  Michael  has  served  as  music  coordinator  for  The  Goodbye  Girl , Disney’s  Broad- 
way production  of  The  Lion  King,  You’re  A Good  Man,  Charlie  Brown,  Marlene,  and 
the  Disney  production  of  Aida.

Tenor  J.  Mark  McVey  made  his  Broadway  debut  as 
Jean  Valjean  in  Les  Miserables,  after  having  won  the 
Helen  Hayes  Award  for  Outstanding  Actor  while  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  with  the  show.

Hey  Love,  the  critically  acclaimed  review  of  Mary  Rodgers’  music,  conceived  and 
directed  by  Richard  Maltby,  Jr.;  A Helluva  Town,  the  Bernstein  review  at  Rainbow 
& Stars,  where  Mark  earned  rave  reviews;  and  The  Show  Goes  On,  with  Tom  Jones 
and  Harvey  Schmidt,  which  resulted  in  his  first  cast  album.  National  tours  and  region- 
al works  include  Carousel,  My  Fair  Lady,  South  Pacific,  Seven  Brides  for  Seven  Brothers, 
and  Hal  Prince’s  Showboat.

William  M.  Bulger 

William  M.  Bulger,  the  twenty-fourth  president  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  assumed  office  on  January 
4,  1996.  In  his  inauguration  speech,  President  Bulger 
said  the  University  recognizes  that  “it  is  for  life — not 
merely  for  a living — that  we  must  prepare  our  stu- 
dents.” Under  President  Bulger’s  leadership,  the  five- 
campus  University  has  seen  dramatic  increases  in  pri- 
vate support,  alumni  activity,  research  funding,  and 
the  academic  scores  of  incoming  freshmen.  The  number  of 
endowed  chairs  has  grown  from  four  to  forty  during  President  Bulger’s 
tenure.  President  Bulger  also  launched  an  award-winning  television  advertising  cam- 
paign featuring  prominent  alumni,  a scholarship  program  that  rewards  students  who 
finish  at  the  top  of  their  high  school  graduating  class,  and  the  Commonwealth  Honors 
College,  which  is  the  hub  of  a statewide  public  higher  education  honors  program. 
President  Bulger’s  appointment  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Board  of  Trustees 
followed  his  thirty-five-year  career  as  a leading  state  lawmaker.  From  1978  to  1996,  he 
served  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate,  elected  every  two  years  by  his  col- 
leagues. His  tenure  as  President  was  the  longest  in  state  history.  William  Bulger  was 
first  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1970  representing  the  First  Suffolk  District.  Prior  to  serv- 
ing in  the  Senate,  he  served  in  the  House  of  Representatives  from  1961  to  1970.  The 
William  M.  Bulger  Excellence  in  State  Legislative  Leadership  Award,  which  is  spon- 
sored by  three  national  organizations,  is  given  annually  to  a state  leader  who  “embod- 
ies the  qualities  of  integrity,  leadership,  courage,  and  high  ethical  standards.”  During 
the  1960s,  Mr.  Bulger  led  efforts  to  write  the  first  child  abuse  reporting  laws  in  this 
state  and  during  the  following  three  decades  continued  to  focus  much  of  his  attention 
on  the  plight  of  children.  He  was  one  of  the  architects  of  a groundbreaking  education 
reform  law  that  reduced  the  funding  inequities  between  rich  and  poor  communities. 

He  was  among  the  first  advocates  of  charter  schools  and  public  school  choice.  During 
the  1980s,  he  made  funding  of  public  libraries  a top  priority  and  also  advocated  for 
the  expansion  of  childhood  nutrition  services  and  fuel  assistance  programs.  Under  his 
leadership,  Boston  Common  and  the  Public  Garden  were  beautified  and  protected.  He 
secured  funding  to  keep  both  parks  well  lit  at  night,  and  he  led  the  fight  for  a law  pro- 
hibiting the  building  of  any  skyscraper  that  would  cast  a shadow  upon  either.  He  also 
won  funding  to  beautify  Castle  Island  in  South  Boston  and  preserve  the  nineteenth- 
century  fort  there,  while  also  securing  funds  to  help  clean  up  the  Boston  Harbor.  Presi- 
dent Bulger  led  the  Senate  through  its  debate  on  welfare  reform  in  the  early  1990s, 
often  reminding  lawmakers  that  “after  we  have  eaten,  we  forget  there  is  such  a thing 
as  hunger.”  The  resulting  legislation,  less  punitive  than  some  hoped,  became  the  model 
for  a national  law.  Upon  his  graduation  from  Boston  College  High  School  in  1952, 
William  Bulger  enrolled  at  Boston  College.  His  undergraduate  career  was  interrupted 
when  he  joined  the  United  States  Army  in  1953.  He  returned  to  Boston  College  in 
1955  and  completed  his  undergraduate  degree  in  English  in  1958.  He  then  entered 
Boston  College  Law  School,  from  which  he  received  his  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  degree 
in  1961.  The  recipient  of  Boston  College  Law  School’s  50th  Anniversary  Award  and 
more  than  twenty  honorary  degrees,  William  M.  Bulger  is  an  Overseer  Emeritus  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  author  of  the  best-selling  political  memoir,  While 
the  Music  Last,  My  Life  in  Politics.

Natalie  MacMaster 

At  the  age  of  nine,  Cape  Breton  native  Natalie  Mac- 
Master  first  picked  up  a fiddle... and  found  her  destiny. 
It’s  been  a long  journey  to  the  world’s  stages,  but 
Natalie  MacMaster  is  not  one  to  forget  her  roots. 
Quick  to  credit  her  family  with  inspiring  her  passion 
for  music,  Natalie  is  proud  to  regale  anyone  who’ll 
listen  with  stories  of  her  uncle,  famed  fiddler  Buddy 
MacMaster.  The  talent,  it  appears,  is  in  her  blood. 
Natalie’s  tour  itinerary  encompasses  sold-out  dates  in  venues 
across  Canada,  throughout  the  United  States,  and  around  the  world.  Her  con- 
cert reviews  are  consistently  enthusiastic,  whether  recounted  by  music  critics  or  fans. 
Natalie  is  equally  adept  at  setting  the  house  on  fire  with  her  full  band  as  she  is  at  hyp- 
notizing a crowd  while  alone  in  the  footlights,  fiddle  in  hand.  She  has  opened  for 
Carlos  Santana  and  has  performed  alongside  Celtic  legends  The  Chieftains  in  a special 
New  York  City  concert  honoring  Luciano  Pavarotti.  While  Natalie’s  live  performances 
are  a testament  to  her  boundless  energy,  her  recordings  do  a fine  job  of  capturing  her 
sheer  musical  talent.  Fit  as  a Fiddle  and  No  Boundaries  have  both  achieved  gold  status 
in  Canada,  selling  over  50,000  copies  in  that  country  alone.  Natalie’s  third  album,  A 
Compilation , is  a collection  of  traditional  fiddle  tunes  taken  from  her  first  two  inde- 
pendently released  recordings,  Four  on  the  Floor  and  Road  to  the  Isle.  1999’s  In  My 
Flands  took  Cape  Breton  fiddle  music  in  exciting  new  directions,  incorporating  Latin 
rhythms  and  street  grooves,  and  featuring  special  guests,  among  them  Nashville  ses- 
sion ace  Mark  O’Connor,  Canadian  guitar  virtuoso  Jesse  Cook,  and  Irish  accordionist

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Sharon  Shannon.  The  album  also  featured  Alison  Krauss’s  vocals  on  “Get  Me  Through 
December”  and  Natalie’s  vocal  debut  on  the  title  track.  In  the  spring  of  2000,  Natalie 
returned  to  her  Cape  Breton  heritage  with  the  Grammy-nominated  My  Roots  Are 
Showing , which  captures  and  preserves  historically  important  and  influential  tunes  of 
Cape  Breton  fiddle  music.  In  2002  she  released  Live,  much  of  which  was  recorded  in 
a small  dancehall  in  the  tiny  town  of  Glencoe  Mills.  Natalie  has  also  released  an  inter- 
active CD-ROM  and  an  instructional  video  titled  A Fiddle  Lesson,  both  of  which  are 
available  through  her  website,  www.macmastermusic.com.  Along  with  her  achieve- 
ments in  record  sales,  Natalie  has  also  captured  her  share  of  music  industry  awards. 
She  has  received  eight  East  Coast  Music  Awards,  including  Female  Artist  of  the  Year 
for  1999  and  2000,  Roots/Traditional  Artist  of  the  Year  for  2000,  and  Juno  Awards 
(Canadian  equivalent  of  the  Grammy)  for  Best  Instrumental  Album  for  My  Roots  Are 
Showing  (1999)  and  In  My  Hands  (2000).  The  Canadian  Country  Music  Awards 
(CCMA)  recognized  her  achievements  with  four  consecutive  Fiddler  of  the  Year  awards 
(1997-2000)  and  the  Vocal/Instrumental  Collaboration  of  the  Year  with  Alison  Krauss 
on  “Get  Me  Through  December”  in  2000.  The  Canadian  Academy  of  Cinema  and 
Television  presented  Natalie  with  a Gemini  Award  for  her  performance  on  the  Juno 
Awards  in  March  of  2000.  Natalie  takes  great  pride  in  her  annual  trek  to  Nashville 
as  an  instructor  at  the  Mark  O’Connor  Fiddle  Camp.  She  was  a co-host  and  performer 
at  the  1999  Canada  Day  celebration  on  Ottawa’s  Parliament  Hill  and  lent  her  consid- 
erable talents  to  The  Chieftains’  1999  album  Tears  of  Stone. 


Iain  Massie 

Iain  Massie,  who  began  playing  bagpipes  at  the  age  of  eight,  came  to  this  country  from 
Scotland  in  1985.  He  is  Pipe-Major  of  the  Boston  Pipers  Society,  which  was  formed 
in  1995.  Since  making  his  Boston  Pops  debut  in  1997,  Mr.  Massie  has  performed  on 
numerous  occasions  with  the  orchestra.  Many  of  his  ancestors  and  relatives  played 
the  bagpipes,  most  notably  his  grandfather  John  Massie,  who  was  Pipe-Major  of  the 
Gordon  Highlanders.

Returning  for  his  tenth  “Gospel  Night  at  Pops,’ 
ductor,  pianist,  and  composer  Charles  Floyd  began 
studying  piano  at  age  four,  gave  his  first  solo  recital  at 
age  nine,  and  by  age  twenty  had  been  heard  in  solo 
recital,  chamber  music,  and  concerto  performances 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Spain.  Mr.  Floyd 
earned  degrees  in  piano  performance  from  the 
Conservatory  at  Oberlin  College,  the  University  of 
Louisville,  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  Madison.  His 
teachers  have  included  pianist  Joseph  Schwartz,  Lee  Luvisi,  Aube  Tzerko,  and 
Howard  Karp.  Through  the  auspices  of  numerous  summer  festival  and  master  classes, 
he  has  worked  with  Jorge  Bolet,  John  Perry,  and  Mischa  Dichter.  Mr.  Floyd  performed 
frequently  as  soloist  with  the  Louisville  Orchestra  between  1982  and  1984  under  the 
direction  of  Robert  Bernhardt  and  Stewart  Kershaw;  he  also  was  chosen  as  pianist  for 
the  Louisville  Ballet’s  internationally  recognized  tribute  to  George  Balanchine  during 
the  1983-84  season.  Charles  Floyd  has  been  the  recipient  of  numerous  awards  and 
grants,  including  those  from  the  Aspen  School  of  Music,  the  AMOCO  Corporation, 
the  Columbus  Symphony  Orchestra,  Chicago’s  Louis  Sudler  Foundation,  and  the 
National  Chopin  Competition  of  New  York’s  Kosciuszko  Foundation.  As  a conductor, 
Mr.  Floyd  has  been  heard  in  Pops  concerts  with  more  than  500  orchestras  since  1991, 
including  the  San  Francisco  Symphony,  the  Atlanta,  Pittsburgh,  Houston,  Oregon, 
Miami,  Spokane,  Akron,  and  Colorado  symphony  orchestras,  as  well  as  the  Holly- 
wood Bowl  Orchestra  and  the  Los  Angeles,  Buffalo,  and  Rochester  philharmonic  or- 
chestras. Since  1993  he  has  been  a regular  guest  conductor  of  Boston  Pops  concerts.

Judy  Richardson 

Judy  Richardson  is  a filmmaker  who  has  been  associat- 
ed with  Blackside’s  Academy  Award-nominated  14- 
hour  PBS  series  Eyes  on  the  Prize  since  1979  as  well 
as  other  Blackside  films,  including  Malcolm  X:  Make 
It  Plain  for  PBS’s  “American  Experience,”  which  she 
co-produced.  She  is  currently  a Senior  Producer  with 
Northern  Light  Productions/Boston  with  whom  she 
produced  and  wrote  the  film  for  the  Museum  of 
Afro-American  History’s  permanent  installation,  as  well  as 
"Long  Road  to  Justice,"  an  installation  that  toured  Massachusetts  courthous- 
es. At  Northern  Light  she  also  produced  and  wrote  A Fragile  Freedom,  a one-hour 
History  Channel  documentary  on  African-American  historic  landmarks  and  a film  on 
Paul  Laurence  Dunbar  for  the  National  Park  Service’s  national  historic  site  in  Dayton, 
Ohio.  In  the  early  1960s  she  was  a staff  member  with  the  Student  Nonviolent  Coor- 
dinating Committee  (SNCC),  the  student-based  civil  rights  organization,  and  worked 
on  their  voter  registration  and  desegregation  projects  in  Mississippi,  Alabama,  and 
Georgia.  For  the  past  few  years  she  and  a group  of  five  other  SNCC  women  have  been 
compiling  and  editing  an  anthology  of  SNCC  women’s  writing,  entitled  Hands  on  the 
Freedom  Plow,  which  chronicles  the  courageous  civil  rights  work  of  over  50  women 
in  the  southern  freedom  movement  during  the  early  1960s.  Throughout  her  life  Judy 
Richardson  has  worked  for  several  social  justice  organizations  and  was  director  of 
information  for  the  United  Church  of  Christ  Commission  for  Racial  Justice  in  New 
York.  In  addition  to  her  filmmaking,  she  lectures  nationally  and  conducts  teacher 
development  workshops  on  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  and  its  relevance  to  the  issues 
we  face  today.

I Music,  Ms.  King  is  a vocalist,  pianist,  choral  director, 
A arranger,  and  percussionist.  She  has  toured  interna- 

II  tionally  with  choral  and  orchestral  ensembles,  and 
^ has  performed  throughout  the  east  coast  and  abroad 

as  a piano  and  vocal  soloist  since  the  age  of  six,  two 
e began  formal  piano  study  in  her  native  South  Lancast- 
er, Massachusetts.  She  spent  three  years  as  a percussionist  with  the  Thayer  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  four  years  with  the  New  England  Youth  Ensemble  as  timpanist  on  both 
United  States  and  European  tours,  culminating  in  two  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall. 
Ms.  King  was  featured  vocalist  in  the  Thayer  Symphony  Orchestra’s  1999  premiere 
“Evening  of  Gospel”  concert,  which  included  some  of  her  own  orchestrations.  In  2001 
she  was  featured  soloist  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orches- 
tra on  their  sixteen-city  Holiday  Tour  and  appeared  alongside  Peter  Jennings  in  the 
Pops’  nationally  televised  July  4th  celebration.  She  has  also  appeared  on  multiple  occa- 
sions in  Boston  Pops  Holiday  and  Gospel  concerts  at  Symphony  Hall.  In  February 
2002  Ms.  King  was  presented  with  New  England  Conservatory’s  seventh  annual 
Gospel  Music  Award  and  directed  the  Conservatory’s  Millennium  Choir  in  a Gospel 
Jubilee  2002  performance  of  an  original  composition,  “Hang  on  to  Jesus.”  Renese 
King  is  Associate  Director  of  Music  and  Director  of  the  Re-Union  Choir  at  the  historic 
Union  United  Methodist  Church  in  Boston’s  South  End  as  well  as  acting  Minister  of 
Music  for  the  Roxbury  Seventh  Day  Adventist  Mission.  In  addition  to  holding  a full- 
time position  at  Berklee  College  of  Music,  she  frequently  appears  as  a guest  conductor 
and  musician  with  the  Boston  Community  Choir  and  other  area  groups.  In  all  of  her 
musical  endeavors,  Ms.  King  continues  to  focus  on  conveying  the  unifying  and  uplift- 
ing message  at  the  heart  of  gospel  music. 


Robert  Honeysucker 


Baritone  Robert  Honeysucker  is  recognized  internation- 
ally for  his  brilliant  opera,  concert,  and  recital  perfor- 
mances. His  voice  has  been  characterized  as  “power- 
ful, passionate,  and  plaintive. . .a  voice  that  possesses 
great  richness  and  warmth.”  Honored  as  the  Boston 
Globe's  1995  “Musician  of  the  Year,”  Mr.  Honey- 
sucker has  also  been  a winner  of  the  National  Opera 
Association  Artists  Competition  and  a recipient  of 
the  New  England  Opera  Club  Jacopo  Peri  Award.  His  opera 
performances  have  included  the  roles  of  Amonasro,  Germont,  Iago,  Renato, 
Rigoletto,  and  Sharpless.  He  has  appeared  with  such  companies  as  Boston  Lyric  Opera, 
Connecticut  Opera,  Delaware  Opera,  Eugene  Opera,  Fort  Worth  Opera,  Opera  Com- 
pany of  Boston,  Sacramento  Opera,  Tulsa  Opera,  and  Utah  Opera.  Overseas,  Mr. 
Honeysucker  has  performed  such  roles  as  Don  Giovanni,  Figaro,  Sharpless,  and  Porgy 
in  Auckland,  New  Zealand;  Jake  in  Berlin,  Germany;  and  Daedalus  in  the  world  pre- 


miere  of  Paul  Earls’  Icarus  at  Brucknerfest  in  Linz,  Austria.  He  has  also  appeared  in  a 
series  of  opera  concerts  in  the  Persian  Gulf  directed  by  Cesare  Alfieri,  as  well  as  num- 
erous concerts  in  Europe,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand.  Recent  engagements  include 
Vaughan  Williams’  Hodie  with  the  Utah  Symphony  and  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir, 
directed  by  Keith  Lockhart;  Missa  Solemnis  with  the  Northwest  Bach  Festival,  directed 
by  Gunther  Schuller;  ensemble  soloist  and  cover  for  James  Morris  in  Elijah  with  the 
Handel  and  Haydn  Society  under  Christopher  Hogwood;  and  the  role  of  Renato  in 
Un  Ballo  in  Maschera  with  Boston  Academy  of  Music.  Robert  Honeysucker  has  en- 
joyed many  engagements  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  most  recently  as 
soloist  in  Beethoven’s  Ninth  Symphony,  in  celebration  of  Seiji  Ozawa’s  twenty-fifth 
season  as  music  director.  His  appearances  with  the  Boston  Pops  include  a Fourth  of 
July  concert  on  the  Esplanade  conducted  by  John  Williams,  as  well  as  concerts  con- 
ducted by  Keith  Lockhart  and  Harry  Ellis  Dickson.  Other  orchestral  appearances  have 
included  Charles  Ives’  General  William  Booth  Enters  into  Heaven,  with  the  Pittsburgh 
Symphony  under  Michael  Tilson  Thomas  at  Great  Woods  Performing  Arts  Center; 
Aaron  Copland’s  Old  American  Songs  with  the  Flagstaff  Symphony  Orchestra;  and 
Carmina  burana  with  both  the  Roanoke  and  Omaha  symphony  orchestras.  He  has 
also  performed  with  St.  Louis  Symphony,  Portland  (Maine)  Symphony  Orchestra,  and 
Sacramento  Symphony  Orchestra.  Engagements  in  Japan  have  featured  him  as  soloist 
with  the  Tokyo  Symphony  in  Handel’s  Messiah,  and  with  the  Telemann  Chamber  Or- 
chestra in  Osaka  in  Bach’s  Christmas  Oratorio , Jeffrey  Rink  conducting.  Mr.  Honey- 
sucker  has  been  a member  of  the  Bach  Aria  Group  and  is  a member  of  Videmus,  as 
well  as  a member  and  co-founder  of  the  Jubilee  Trio,  which  presents  American  art 
songs,  including  those  of  under-performed  African  American  composers.  His  discogra- 
phy includes  performances  on  three  Videmus  discs:  Music  of  William  Grant  Still  (New 
World),  Watch  and  Pray  (Koch  International),  and  More  Still  (Cambria).  Mr.  Honey- 
sucker  is  also  featured  on  the  Ongaku  and  Titanic  labels. 


Boston  Pops  Gospel  Choir 

The  Boston  Pops  Gospel  Choir,  made  up  of  volunteers  from  church  choirs  and  other 
choruses  in  the  greater  Boston  area,  was  originally  brought  together  to  participate  in 
the  first  “Gospel  Night  at  Pops,”  which  took  place  on  Sunday,  June  11,  1993.  “Gospel 
Night”  came  about  as  a result  of  the  vision  and  commitment  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  Cultural  Diversity  Committee,  and  particularly  because  of  the  late  Vondal 
M.  Taylor,  Jr.  (1954-95),  who  was  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Cultural  Diversity  Committee 
and  an  Overseer  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  That  first  performance  was  led 
by  guest  conductor  Isaiah  Jackson,  and  Alvin  Parris  III  prepared  the  choir.  The  follow- 
ing year  Charles  Floyd,  perhaps  best  known  for  his  work  with  Natalie  Cole,  led  ac- 
claimed “Gospel  Night”  performances  both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade, 
which  featured  his  own  arrangements.  This  season  Mr.  Floyd  returns  to  lead  “Gospel 
Night”  for  the  tenth  consecutive  year.  In  1996  the  Boston  Pops  Gospel  Choir  joined 
Patti  LaBelle  and  Edwin  Hawkins  for  a concert  featuring  inspirational  music,  a perfor- 
mance taped  for  the  PBS  series  Evening  at  Pops.

THE  STARS  AND  STRIPES:  FOREVER  AT  POPS 

Probably  no  piece  of  music  is  more  closely  identified  with  the  Boston  Pops  than  The 
Stars  and  Stripes  Forever , John  Philip  Sousa’s  masterpiece  and  undoubtedly  the  world’s 
most  famous  march.  “The  March  King,”  as  Sousa  was  called,  composed  the  work  in 

his  head  while  returning  to  America 
from  Europe  via  steamship  in  Novem- 
ber 1896.  The  piano  score  bears  the 
date  “Xmas  ’96.” 

Boston’s  connection  to  The  Stars  and 
Stripes  Forever  began  in  April  1897, 
when  Sousa — in  town  for  concerts  with 
his  own  band — completed  the  full  band 
score  on  the  26th.  The  official  premiere 
took  place  in  Philadelphia  on  May  14th 
at  the  unveiling  of  a new  statue  of 
George  Washington.  The  march  was 
very  well  received  there  and  in  other 
cities  where  it  was  played  that  spring. 
Six  weeks  later,  Sousa  had  completed 
and  copyrighted  the  parts  for  the  or- 
chestral version.  The  very  next  day — 
July  2,  1897 — the  orchestral  version  of 
The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever  was  given 
its  first  performance  by  the  Boston  Pops 
at  Symphony  Hall.  By  the  end  of  the 
century,  Sousa’s  march  was  regularly 
programmed  as  the  finale  of  the  Pops 
concerts,  an  honored  position  it  has 
held  for  more  than  a hundred  years.  Its 
success  can  be  attributed  to  several  fac- 
tors: an  engaging  variety  of  melodies; 
the  colorful  scoring  (including  famous 
passages  in  the  trio  section  for  the  pic- 
colo and  for  the  trombones);  and  the 
performance  style,  in  which  Sousa  had 
the  featured  sections  stand  as  they 
played. 

The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever  has 
rightfully  earned  its  place  on  Pops  pro- 
grams and  in  the  hearts  of  Americans. 
Not  only  was  it  Sousa’s  finest  achievement,  it  was  also  his  favorite  composition.  Fit- 
tingly, the  first  four  bars  of  the  familiar  trio  melody  are  inscribed  on  the  bandleader’s 
headstone  in  the  Congressional  Cemetery  in  our  nation’s  capital.

The  Boston  Pops 

In  1881,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  wrote 
of  his  wish  to  present  in  Boston  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  The  first  Boston 
Pops  concert,  on  July  1 1,  1885,  represented  the  fulfillment  of  his  dream.  Called  the 
“Promenade  Concerts”  until  1900,  they  combined  light  classical  music,  tunes  from  the 
musical  theater,  and  an  occasional  novelty  number.  Allowing  for  some  changes  of  taste 
over  the  course  of  a century,  the  early  programs  were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops 
programs  of  today. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  composed  of 
members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of  the  principal  play- 
ers, who  tour  during  the  Pops  season  as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players),  and 
by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  made  up  of  other  Boston-based  musicians. 
Both  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  represent 
the  city  of  Boston  on  tour.  The  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  has  appeared  at  the  White 
House  and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial;  John  Williams  led  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on 
tours  of  Japan  in  June  1990  and  June  1993.  The  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  has 
made  many  tours  of  United  States  summer  festivals  and  in  November  1987  visited 
Japan  with  Mr.  Williams.  Keith  Lockhart  has  led  nineteen  national  tours  with  the 
BPEO  and  three  overseas  tours  to  Japan  and  Korea. 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many  years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur 
Fiedler,  who  in  1930  became  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  first 
who  was  American-born.  One  of  Fiedler’s  great  dreams  was  to  establish  a series  of  free 
outdoor  orchestral  concerts  for  the  people  of  Boston.  In  1929,  this  dream  became  a 
reality  when  he  organized  the  first  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  took  place  on  the  banks 
the  River, 

Fiedler’s  Esplanade  concerts  || 
were  eventually  absorbed  by 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orches- 
tra organization. 

Following  the  death  of 
Arthur  Fiedler  in  1979,  the 
Boston  Foundation  and  the 
Boston  Symphony  Fiedler  on  the  EsPlanade 

Orchestra  created  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Esplanade  Concerts  Fund  in  honor  of  Mr.  Fiedler 
and  his  founding  in  1929  of  the  free  concerts  tradition.  Contributions  to  the  fund 
came  from  hundreds  of  donors  whose  gifts  were  matched  on  a one-to-one  basis  by  the 
foundation  until  the  fund  reached  its  goal  of  $1  million.  The  income  from  this  perma- 
nent fund,  held  in  trust  by  the  Boston  Foundation,  is  used  exclusively  to  help  defray 
the  costs  of  these  concerts,  and  each  year  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  designates 
one  of  the  Esplanade  Concerts  “The  Arthur  Fiedler  Concert.”  The  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Commission,  which  so  generously  provides  the  Hatch  Shell,  meets  a portion  of 
the  security,  clean-up,  and  amplification  expenses;  however,  there  still  remains  a sub- 
stantial deficit  that  requires  funding  on  an  annual  basis.  Audience  members  who  wish 
to  help  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  meet  these  costs  and  to  keep  a unique  com- 
munity tradition  alive  should  send  their  contributions  (tax-deductible  as  provided  by

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Keith  Lockhart 

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  maintained  a 
busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than  600  con- 
certs and  made  50  television  shows,  including  31 
new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops , the  annual 
Pops  Goes  The  Fourth!  produced  by  WCVB-TV  5 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E,  and  Holiday  at  Pops, 
also  broadcast  on  A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,” 
led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast 
category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
nineteen  national  tours,  and  three  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  Most  re- 
cently, Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration  Tour  to  Florida  and  the  Carolinas.  In  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  albums  on  RCA  Victor  (see  box  below). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olym- 
pic Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major 
symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he  opened  the 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  on  New 
Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin,  and  in  June  2003 

he  made  his  debut  with  the  Concertgebouw 
Orchestra  of  Amsterdam.  Upcoming  engage- 
ments include  performances  with  the  Toronto 
and  Baltimore  symphonies  during  the  2003-04 
season.  He  will  make  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera 
debut  next  season,  leading  Tosca  in  March  and 
April  of  2004.  Notable  past  engagements  in- 
clude his  first  major  opera  production,  Douglas 
Moore’s  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with  the 
Washington  (D.C.)  Opera  and  recent  debuts 
with  the  New  York  Chamber  Symphony,  the 
Houston  Symphony,  and  the  New  Japan  Phil- 
harmonic. Mr.  Lockhart  holds  honorary  doc- 
torates from  the  Boston  Conservatory,  North- 
eastern University,  and  his  alma  mater,  Furman 
University.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

November  13,  1908-March  29,  2003 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson,  whose  association  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  began  in 
1938  and  endured  to  the  end  of  his  life,  died  in  March  at  the  age  of  94.  Born  in  Cam- 
bridge and  raised  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  the  city’s  most 
prominent  and  beloved  musicians  and  also  father-in-law  of  former  Massachusetts  gov- 
ernor Michael  Dukakis.  Mr.  Dickson  played  in  the  first  violin  section  of  the  BSO  from 
1938  to  1987,  served  as  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  and  later  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate,  and  was  founder,  artistic  director,  and  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Youth  Concerts.  He  was  also  music  director  from  1983  of  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra,  which  in  1999  named  him  music  director  laureate.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  legendary  conductor  Serge  Koussevitzky; 

his  piano  accompanist  for  his  BSO  audition  was 
Arthur  Fiedler.  The  two  became  friends  and  in  1955, 
when  the  indefatigable  Pops  Conductor  was  hospi- 
talized, Mr.  Dickson  began  filling  in  for  him  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade.  He  was 
named  Boston  Pops  Assistant  Conductor  in  1958, 
Associate  Conductor  in  January  1980,  and  Associ- 
ate Conductor  Laureate  in  1987.  Mr.  Dickson  led 
the  annual  “Arthur  Fiedler  Concert”  on  the  Es- 
planade as  of  1989  and  in  1994  led  a Boston  Pops 
concert  at  Tanglewood  marking  the  centennial  of 
Fiedler’s  birth. 

On  November  7,  1959,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  con- 
ducted the  opening  concert  of  Youth  Concerts  at 
Symphony  Hall,  thus  restoring  a Boston  Symphony 
tradition  instituted  in  1888,  seven  years  after  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  in  1979  orchestra’s  founding.  Mr.  Dickson  and  the  BSO  led 

the  country  in  offering  such  concerts  with  a professional  orchestra;  it  was  ten  years 
later  that  New  York  began  its  Young  People’s  Concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  continued  con- 
ducting these  concerts,  now  called  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  until

1995,  when  he  was  named  Youth  Concerts  Conductor  Laureate. 

Even  after  his  retirement  from  playing  the  violin,  Mr.  Dickson  remained  active  as  a 
conductor,  leading  Pops  concerts  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and 
Ireland.  In  1998,  as  a tribute  in  his  90th  birthday  year,  he  shared  the  Symphony  Hall 
_ podium  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Keith  Lockhart, 

and  John  Williams  for  that  year’s  “Salute  to 
Symphony”  televised  concert.  The  first 
three  concerts  of  the  spring  2002  Boston 
Pops  season  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Dickson 
with  a program  entitled  “We’re  Just  Wild 
About  Harry!” 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  and  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Dickson 
was  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He 
was  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a 
national  honor  and  professional  association 
in  education.  Locally,  the  Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in 
Somerville’s  Winter  Hill  Community  School, 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Boston’s  Madison  Park  High  School,  and 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park”  near  Symphony 
Hall  all  exemplify  the  warm  regard  the  citizens  of  greater  Boston  have  for  this  native  son. 

Mr.  Dickson  was  also  widely  known  as  a raconteur  who  delighted  audiences  with  his 
personal  recollections.  He  incorporated  many  of  these  into  his  books — Gentlemen, 
More  Dolce  Please!,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  a 1995  autobiography 
entitled  Beating  Time:  A Musician’s  Memoir.  He  was  a close  friend  to  the  late  Danny 
Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  leaves  two  daughters,  Kitty  Dukakis  and  Jinny  Peters,  and  six  grandchil- 
dren. His  wife  Jane,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  died  in  1977.  Keith  Lockhart  remem- 
bered Harry  as  “the  collective 
soul  of  the  Boston  Symphony — 
he  represented  the  through-line 
of  the  institution. . .there  will 
never  be  another  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson.”  John  Williams  said, 

“Here  is  the  secret  of  Harry:  he 
loved  the  Boston  Symphony,  he 
loved  the  Pops,  and  he  loved  the 
music — and  most  of  all,  he  loved 
the  audience,  and  that’s  the  rea- 
son they  loved  him.”  The  Boston 
Globe  has  noted  that  “Mr.  Dick- 
son spent  his  life  in  the  shadow 

of  people  who  were  more  fa-  mh  Arthur  Fiedler  in  the  Pops  library 
mous  than  he  was.  But  he  never 

let  that  limit  him,  and  on  his  own  merits  he  earned  a permanent  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  public  and  of  his  colleagues.”  Harry’s  presence  and  spirit  will  remain  with  us  always. 
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LeAnn  Rimes 

LeAnn  Rimes  has  come  a long  way  in  six  short  years. 
Always  mature  beyond  her  age,  the  13-year-old  girl 
with  the  Patsy  Cline  twang  earned  two  Grammy 
Awards  for  Blue,  her  1996  major  label  debut.  RIAA- 
certified  multi-platinum,  the  album  has  sold  8 million 
copies  and  the  title  track  remains  one  of  her  signa- 
ture songs.  She  followed  that  impressive  bow  with  a 
series  of  best-selling  albums  and  hit  singles  (23  total 
for  a combined  sales  of  15  million  units)  like  the  chart-top- 
ping  “How  Do  I Live,”  the  longest  running  single  on  the  Billboard  Hot  100, 
and  “Can’t  Fight  the  Moonlight,”  one  of  four  songs  Rimes  contributed  to  the  multi- 
platinum soundtrack  album  Coyote  Ugly.  “Can’t  Fight  the  Moonlight”  spent  three 
weeks  on  Airplay  Monitor's  Top  40  Mainstream  chart,  peaking  at  #8,  and  42  weeks 
on  Billboard's  Hot  100  Chart,  peaking  at  #11.  The  album  spent  more  than  100  weeks 
on  Billboard's  pop  and  country  album  charts,  peaking  at  #1  and  #10  respectively  on 
Billboard's  Top  Country  Album  and  Top  200  Album  charts.  On  her  new  Curb  Records 
release,  Twisted  Angel,  LeAnn  Rimes  has  emerged  with  a new  set  of  songs — four  of 
which  she  co-wrote  herself,  and  all  of  which  reflect  the  growth  she  has  achieved  over 
the  last  few  years.  A collaboration  with  producer/songwriters  Peter  Amato,  Desmond 
Child,  and  Gregg  Pagani,  Rimes’s  new  album  represents  a major  stylistic  departure  for 
the  19-year-old,  who  originally  broke  through  in  the  country  and  Christian  music 
markets.  The  album  selections  include  anthemic  arena-rockers  (the  autobiographical 
first  single  “Life  Goes  On”  and  “Suddenly”),  songs  of  hope  and  optimism  (“Sign  of 
Life”  and  “You  Made  Me  Find  Myself”),  R&B/funk  (“Trouble  With  Goodbye”), 
swamp-blues  (“Twisted  Angel”),  and  even  seductive,  dance-floor  techno  (“Tic  Toe”). 
Recently  LeAnn  Rimes  recorded  “We  Can,”  the  theme  song  to  MGM  Pictures’  just- 
released  comedy  Legally  Blonde  2:  Red,  White  & Blonde,  starring  Reese  Witherspoon. 
“We  Can,”  released  on  Curb  Records,  was  written  by  Diane  Warren  and  marks  anoth- 
er in  a string  of  successful  collaborations  between  the  two  Grammy-winning  artists. 
Two  of  Rimes’s  major  hits,  “Can’t  Fight  the  Moonlight”  and  “How  Do  I Live,”  were 
written  by  Warren  for  the  films  Coyote  Ugly  and  Con-Air,  respectively.  LeAnn  has 
performed  “We  Can”  on  ABC’s  The  View,  Good  Morning  America,  and  An  American 
Celebration  at  Ford’s  Theatre.  This  week  she  makes  her  Boston  Pops  debut,  perform- 
ing live  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  the  CBS 
Independence  Day  Special.  Next  week  in  Albuquerque  she  launches  her  first  extensive 
tour  in  several  years.  This  fall  LeAnn  will  release  a Christmas  album  and  on  August 
25,  an  illustrated  children’s  book  entitled  JAG  that  she  and  her  husband  wrote  together.

Soprano  Indra  Thomas  made  her  professional  debut  as 
soprano  soloist  in  the  Verdi  Requiem  in  Carnegie  Hall 
with  New  York  Choral  Society.  She  has  since  sung  this 
work  with  the  National  Symphony,  Baltimore  Sym- 
phony, Utah  Symphony,  and  at  Grand  Teton  Festival. 
Other  orchestral  engagements  include  Rossini’s  Stabat 
Mater  with  New  York’s  Little  Orchestra  Society  un- 
der music  director  Dino  Anagnost,  Mozart’s  Requiem 
with  the  Baltimore  Symphony  and  San  Antonio  Symphony, 
Mahler’s  Symphony  No.  8 with  the  Boston  Philharmonic,  at  both  Symphony 
Hall  and  Carnegie  Hall,  and  Beethoven’s  Ninth  Symphony  with  Minnesota  Orchestra. 
She  has  sung  Imogene  in  Bellini’s  II  pirata  and  Desdemona  in  Verdi’s  Otello  at  Cara- 
moor  Festival.  Her  initial  engagement  with  San  Francisco  Opera  was  for  Amelia  in 
Simon  Boccanegra  followed  by  Elisabeth  in  Verdi’s  original  French  Don  Carlos  with 
both  Boston  Lyric  Opera  and  Minnesota  Opera.  In  Detroit  she  was  the  featured  sopra- 
no in  a Verdi  Centennial  concert  presented  by  Michigan  Opera  Theater,  where  she 
later  appeared  as  Leonora  in  II  trovatore.  She  made  her  New  York  Philharmonic  debut 
in  the  2002  New  Year’s  Eve  Pension  Fund  Gala  conducted  by  Loren  Maazel  in  ex- 
cerpts from  Porgy  and  Bess,  a performance  televised  nationwide  on  Live  from  Lincoln 
Center.  At  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  she  sang  Liu  in  Turandot.  Future  engagements 
include  the  2003  Fourth  of  July  Concert  with  the  Boston  Pops  and  a solo  recital  at  the 
Caramoor  Festival  with  pianist  Rachelle  Jonk,  in  which  she  adds  Wagner’s  Wesendonck 
Lieder  and  Berlioz’s  Nuits  d’ete  to  her  repertoire.  She  later  sings  both  works  with  the 
Cincinnati  Chamber  Orchestra.  She  makes  her  European  debut  with  the  New  York 
Philharmonic  in  Cagliari,  Sardinia,  repeating  the  Porgy  and  Bess  concert.  With  Atlanta 
Opera  she  adds  to  her  repertoire  the  title  role  of  Aida,  which  later  serves  as  her  debut 
with  Lyric  Opera  of  Chicago.

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The  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir 

It  was  over  150  years  ago  that  predecessors  of  the  first  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  first 
sang  in  Utah’s  Great  Salt  Lake  Valley,  lifting  the  hearts  of  Brigham  Young’s  hardy  pio- 
neers, who  had  crossed  the  wilderness  to  settle  in  the  Rocky  Mountains.  Today  they 
continue  to  sing,  360  voices  strong,  supported  by  one  of  the  world’s  great  pipe  organs. 
Through  radio,  television,  recordings,  motion  pictures,  and  concert  tours,  uncounted 
billions  around  the  globe  are  familiar  with  the  fervor  and  devotion  of  their  singing. 

From  the  first  meeting  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  1830, 
music — particularly  choir  music — has  had  a central  role  in  worship  services.  When  the 
first  settlement  at  what  became  Salt  Lake  City  was  established,  music  occupied  a prom- 
inent place.  Space  in  the  bowery — a temporary  meetinghouse  built  less  than  two  weeks 
after  the  first  emigrants  reached  the  Salt  Lake  Valley — had  been  set  aside  for  a choir, 
and  the  first  program  by  what  was  later  to  become  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  was 
sung  there  in  August  1847.  The  Choir  has  since  grown  to  be  one  of  the  world’s  most 
respected  musical  organizations,  garnering  numerous  awards  including  a Grammy  for 
its  rendition  of  “The  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic,”  five  gold  and  two  platinum  rec- 
ords, an  Emmy  Award,  and  two  Freedom  Foundation  Awards.  The  Mormon  Taber- 
nacle Choir  has  appeared  at  five  presidential  inaugurations  and  in  several  films,  and 
has  performed  with  the  Columbia  Symphony  Orchestra,  the  New  York  Philharmonic, 
the  Boston  Symphony  and  Boston  Pops  orchestras,  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  the 
Royal  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  the  Jerusalem  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  the  Utah  Sym- 
phony. In  1999  the  Orchestra  at  Temple  Square  was  formed  as  a companion  organiza- 
tion to  accompany  the  Choir  and  perform  in  its  own  right.  The  Choir  made  its  first 
phonograph  record  in  1910,  and  has  since  produced  more  than  150  recordings.  In 
2003  the  Choir  established  its  own  recording  label,  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir™,  and 
has  produced  two  CDs  on  that  label:  Consider  the  Lilies  and  Spirit  of  America.  The 
Choir’s  first  network  radio  program  (with  organ,  choir,  and  announcer  sharing  a single 
microphone)  was  transmitted  on  July  15,  1929.  Today,  after  nearly  75  years  and  over 
3,850  broadcasts  later,  “Music  and  the  Spoken  Word”  is  the  longest  continuous-run- 
ning network  broadcast  in  the  world.  The  “Spoken  Word,”  televised  since  the  early 
1960s,  is  now  released  worldwide  every  week  through  some  2,000  radio,  television, 
and  cable  stations.  The  Choir  and  Orchestra  are  directed  by  Dr.  Craig  Jessop.  He  is 
joined  by  Dr.  Mack  Wilberg,  Associate  Music  Director,  former  director  of  the  choral 
music  organizations  at  Brigham  Young  University  and  one  of  country’s  preeminent 
choral  music  composers  and  arrangers.  They  are  supported  by  three  full-time  organ- 
ists, John  Longhurst,  Clay  Christiansen,  and  Richard  Elliott,  who  accompany  the 
Choir  and  perform  daily  organ  recitals  at  the  Tabernacle  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Choir 
members  sing  because  they  love  to  share  truth  and  the  beauty  of  music  with  people 
everywhere.  Some  of  them  commute  as  far  as  100  miles  each  way  two  or  more  times 
weekly,  not  only  for  the  regular  network  broadcasts,  but  also  for  rehearsals,  confer- 
ences, and  other  events.  All  contribute  their  talents  and  time  without  compensation, 
except  for  the  joy  they  receive  in  service.  Visitors  can  hear  the  Mormon  Tabernacle 
Choir  at  free  performances  inside  the  Tabernacle  on  Historic  Temple  Square  two  times 
a week.
